POLICE DISPERSE

Clash Starts When Pickets 
Try to Prevent Workers 
From Entering Reopened 
Plant.

CHESTER, Pa., Dec. 11.—Strik- 
ers and workers at the Sun Ship- 
building & Drydock Co. clashed in 
two riots at the gate of the plant 
today. -One man was killed and 
about 36 were injured. 

Chester police used tear-gas bombs 
to break up the first disturbance, 
after several thousand strikers and 
sympathizers had gathered about 
the main entrance. In the melee, 
police said about 300 workers broke 
through the picket lines to enter 
the plant. 

About 10 minutes later another 
riot started and someone turned in 
a false fire alarm from a box at the 
main gate. Fire engines responded, 
scattering the crowd. Some of the 
injured said they had been run 
down by the fire trucks. 

Man Dies in Hospital. 


John Young, 63 years oid, of Ches- 
ter, was picked up unconscious and 
died a few minutes after being tak- 
en to a hospital. Physicians said 
they could not determine immedi- 
ately whether he had died from a 
heart attack or from an injury. 

While strikers and others went to 
the aid of the injured, more work- 
ers dashed through the picket lines 
to enter the plant. 

Among the injured, Peter Mar- 
tain, 42, of Camden, N. J., was so 
seriously hurt physicians said he 
was not expected to live. Martain 
had given bail of $1000 yesterday on 
an assault and battery charge in 
connection with strike activities. 

Several of the injured had been 
beaten with clubs, firsts, rocks, 
and bricks. Some of the fire trucks 
were used as ambulances to take 
the injured to hospitals. 

Windows, Autos Damaged. 

Windows and automobiies in the 
vicinity of the plant were damaged 
by flying sticks and stones. 

State police from nearby bar- 
racks arrived after the riots and 
took positions on guard about the 
plant. 

The company had announced its 
intention of resuming operations 
today after maintaining only a 
skeleton force on duty since the 
start of the strike. 

The walkout followed refusal of 
repair crews to work on a_ ship 
that the men said was mannéd by 
non-union seamen. At a mass meet- 
ing Monday night the workers drew 
up demands for additional pay, 
better working conditions and a 
closed shop. 

John G. Pew, president of the 
company, denied an assertion of the 
workers that they had an agree- 
ment with the company not to work 
on ships with non-unions crews.

It* provided that dis- 
tributors who could meet require- 
ments for Special Grade A pas- 
teurized milk might label and sell 
this: premium product before the 
first grading period begins one 
year hence.

The title he will bear—if, indeed, 
he is anything but Edward Windsor

his brother, “when the time comes.” 
That was the authoritative word 
in Commons today from Sir Donald 
Somerwell, the Attorney-General. 

Baldwin's Tribute to Edward. 


In the final proceedings in the 
House of Commons, Prime Minister 
Baldwin paid another moving trib- 
ute to the passing sovereig=. 

“Though we have this duty to 
perform, and we perform it with 
unanimity,” he said, “we shall al- 
ways remember with regard and af- 
fection the wholehearted and loyal 
service that His Majesty has given 
to this country as Prince of Wales 
and during his short time as King. 

“For all this work we are grate- 
ful, and we shall not forget.” 

‘The Commons swamped an amend- 
ment by the left-winger, . James 
Maxton, which would have rejected 
the abdication bill on the ground it 
failed to “give effect to the princi- 
ple of popular election.” The vote 
was 408 to 5. 

Attorney-General Somerwell told 
a Laborite questioner, Will Thorne, 
in Commons: “There is no truth in 
the suggestion King Edward will 
be compelled to leave the country.” 

Baldwin Cheered by Crowd. 

Prime Minister Baldwin, who 
only a few days ago was a fre- 
quent victim of cat-calls when he 
emerged from his official residence 
at No. 10 Downing street, was given 
a popular demonstration as he left 
for Commons. 

The Commons chamber was well 
filled, but was in no sense packed 
as it was for yesterday’s dramatic 
announcement of the abdication. 
There was only a small crowd out- 
side as the members assembled. 

The large crowds gathered at the 
residence of the new King and 
Queen in Piccadilly. During the 
early morning hundreds of persons 
milled about the Duke of York’s 
home in the damp, misty cold, hop- 
ing for a glimpse of the sovereigns 
shortly-to-be and their two infant 
daughters, Princess Elizabeth, who 
some day may be Queen Elizabeth 
II, and Princess Margaret Rose. 


Procedure in Commons. 

As soon as Baldwin arrived in 
the House, to the cheers of all par- 
ties, he formally moved “that gov- 
ernment business should have 
precedence at today’s sitting” and 
asked for suspension of the 4 
o’clock adjournment rule. 

The motion carried immediately 
and the voice of the attendants 
sounded in the lobby: “Make Room 
for Black Rod.” 

In accordance with the age-old 
custom, the sergeant-at-arms rose 
and closed the door leading to the 
chamber. Black Rod gave the 
traditional three knocks and the 
door was opened to him.

Baldwin Explains Act. 

Baldwin said the provisions of 
the bill required very few words of 
explanation from him at this stage. 

“As the House will see, the four 
dominions of Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa have 
desired to be associated with this 
bill,” he said. 

“As regards the Irish Free State, 
I received a message from Mr. De 
Valera (President of the Free State) 
today telling me that he proposed 
to call his Parliament together to- 
day to pass legislation dealing with 
the situation in the Irish Free State. 

“The legal and constitutional po- 
sition is somewhat complex, and 
many points with regard to that, 
which any one desires to raise, 
would be more appropriately dealt 
with at a later stage. 

“It is necessary to have an act 
of Parliament because the succes- 
sion to the throne is covered by 
the act of settlement *which makes 
no provisions for abdication or for 
succession consequent on abdica- 
tion.” 

Baldwin, explaining the  provi- 
sions of the act, said “no descendant 
of George II other than issue of 
Princesses married into foreign fam- 
ilies shal] be capable of contracting 
marriage without consent of the 
King. 

“That was passed really to pro- 
vide a measure of control over the 
marriages of those who might 
themselves succeed to the throne or 
whose descendants might succeed. 

“Ig would clearly be wrong if pro- 
visions of the act should apply to 
Hig Majesty and his descendants 
who on passing of this act will 
cease to have any right in the suc- 
cession.” 

Clement Attlee, leader of the La- 
bor party, expressed support of the 
bill “in order that we might carry. 
out the wishes of His Majesty that 
this chapte- in our history, which is 
closing, should be closed with least 
possible delay. 

“But a new chapter is being 
opened, and I want to say a word 
or two as to why we are support- 
ing this bill. 

“We are not to be diverted into 
abstract discussion about monarch- 
ism and republicanism. 

“One essential is that the will of 
the people shall prevail. Further, 
we want the mind of the nation to 
return as soon as possible to the 
urgent problem of the conditions 
of the people and the state of the 
world and the great pursuit of 
peace. 

“He COriticises Press. 

“I believe that a great disservice 
has been done to constitutional 
monarchy by over-emphasis and 
vulgar adulation, particularly in the 
press. 

“Interests which stand for wealth 
and class privilege have done all 
they can to invest the monarchy 
with an unreal halo and prvcreate 
a false reverence for royalty and 
this has tended to obscure the real- 
ities of the position. 

“I think, too, the continuance of 
old-fashioned court ceremonial and 
surrounding of the monarchy by 
the persons drawn from a narrow 
privileged class has hampered him 
in his work.” ' 

Attlee said that if constitutional 
monarchy “is to survive in the pres- 
ent age” a new start is necessary. 
“I hope we shall now see a new 
start made,” he exclaimed. 

The keynote of the monarchy, 
Attlee said, should be the utmost 
simplicity “which will bond to- 
gether the people and the mon- 
archy more closely than before” 
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The Rev. Campbell Stephen, who 
seconded the Maxton motion, de- 
clared the only argument put. for- 
ward for retention of the monarchy 
was that it remained the only link 
binding England and its dominions 
“If that is the case,” he said, 
“the empire is being held together 
by a very weak link.” , 

The Rev. Mr. Stephen, emphasiz- 
ing his opinion the ties between 


=| |the throne and the dominions are 


economic, said: : 

“The dilemma of the King arose 
because the King, like the rest of 
them, was a human being. The prob- 
lems that have arisen in the pres- 
ent instance might well arise in the 
next few years. ae ee 

“I know that the new monarch is 
@ married man. So was Mr. Simp- 
son, and just as it happened with 
the others it also might happen 
here.” 

Five members of the House ‘of 
Commons voted against the abdica- 
tion bill on its third and final read- 
ing. They were Maxton, the Rev. 
Mr. Stephen, Dr. Alfred Salter and 
George Hardie, all Laborites, and 
William Gallacher, Communist. Jock 
McGovern and George Buchanan. 
Independent Labor party mem- 
bers, declared their intention of vot- 
ing against the bill, but could not 
cast their ballots afte? they had 
been appointed tellers. 

The final scene in the House of 
Lords was a swift and simple en- 
actment of old world parliamentary 
ritual. After the few Lief minutes 
that passage required, the three 
peers of the Royal Commission re- 
tired and quickly donned their 
scarlet and ermine robes and oddly 
shaped black hats. 

The gilt throne stood, empty, its 
cover removed, looking strangely 
bleak and alone. 

A short red bench was placed at 
the steps to the dais. There, in the 
presence of more than 500 peers, 
one Bishop, three peeresses and 
packed press and visitors’ galleries, 
the three Lords of the Royal Com- 
mission took their seats. 

Commons Members Present. 

Members of Commons were sum- 
moned, to be informed\in the usual 
manner that the King, choosing to 
be not personally present, had ap- 
pointed the commissioners to “give 
assent to an act.” 

The reading clerk pronounced 
the King’s declaration of abdica- 
tion, then the act itself. The clerk 
of Parliament, standing at a_ side 
table facing the Lord Chancellor, 
turned about toward the members 
of Commons, jammed together at 
the end of the chamber beneath the 
gallery. 

In traditional Norman French he 
intoned: “Le Roi le Veult”—(The 
King wills it’). 

Commons members trooped 
through the great hali, back to 
their own chamber, and tie Lords 
resumed their own business of ad- 
journing. 

Expressions by Crowd.. 

“Long live King Edward!” criea 
hundreds among a surging crowd of 
15,000 which gathered in the fog 
outside Buckingham Palace last 
night. 

“Quitter!” cried others, who 
thought he should have fought to 
hold his throne. 

Members of the British Union of 
Fascists still jeered Prime Minister 
Baldwin. Parading the streets, they 
cried: “We want Baldwin, dead or 
alive!” e Fascists were the ob- 
ject of a bill recently passed in 
Commons forbidding the wearing of 
political uniforms. 


BALDWIN SEES THE NEW KING 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin paid his first 
official visit to the new King this 
afternoon. He received a tremen- 
dous cheer from a crowd gathered 
outside the King’s home in Piccadil- 
ly at Hyde Park Corner. Cries of 
“Good old Stan,” mingled with re- 
peated cheers greeted Baldwin 
when he left the house after 45 min- 
utes. The Duke of Gloucester was 
cheered when he arrived for a visit. 

The new King will not move into 
Buckingham Palace until the New. 
Year, but, like hig brother, will go 
there to transact state business. 

His family will spend Christmas 
at Sandringham, with the Queen 
mother and other relatives.

LONDON, Dec. 11.—Following 
Prime Minister Baldwin's historic 
statement in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, detailing his cun- 
versations with Edward VIII, lead- 
ing up to the King’s abdication, and 
speeches in support of the Govern- 
ment by Labor and Liberal lead- 
ers, a discordant note was struck 
by remarks of Left-wing Laborites 
and ‘a Communist. 

James Maxton, leader of the In- 
dependent Socialists opened his re- 
marks by saying he realized he was 
speaking in a house in which an 
overwhelming proportion of the 
membership was under strong emo- 
tion. Pye 

“I respect those emotions al- 
though I do not entirely share 
them,” he said. “The monarchial 
institutions of this land date from 


very early times and by many are 
regarded as sacrosanct and ever- 
lasting. 

“T share with others in this house 
the human sympathies that go out 


to His Majesty as a man confront- 


ed with the difficulty which has 
confronted him in recent weeks. 


New Times, Old Institutions. 

“T share the same human sym- 
pathies with the Prime Minister 
who has had to shoulder the task 
which few if any of the occupants 
of his position have ever had to 
shoulder before and in the nature 
of the case he has had to shoulder 
them alone. 

“The decisions he has made are, 
I believe, in strict accordance with 
his conservative principle, but I do 
say that in the very nature of the 
monarchial institution on an hered- 
itary basis circumstances of this 
kind were bound to arise and have 
arisen now—circumstances which 
have created very grave difficul- 
ties in this country and in the em- 
pire overseas. 

“We are living today ina new 
kind of world with new kinds of 
problems. 

“Institutions that dated back 
centuries, however much reverence 
they might inspire because of their 
ancient origins and traditions asso- 
ciated with them over the cen- 
turies, were not necessarily those 
which could cope with the prob- 
lems of modern times. 

“This party therefore intended, 
however it might be against the 
general run of opinion in the 
House, to take the view strongly 
that the lesson of the past few days 
and this day in particular was that 
the institution of monarchy has 
outlived its usefulness—and that 
the happenings of the last few days 
indicated the grave perils that were 
bound to happen where a centraliz- 
ing, unifying figure was an hered- 
itary personality. 

“We would try to persuade the 
House to face the situation with 
the idea in their minds that the 
course for Great Britain and its 
allied countries in the future was 
the course of other advanced coun- 
tries in the world and that we 
should become one of the Republi- 
can nations.” 


To Be a King or a Man. 

Col. Josiah Wedgwood, Laborite, 
said that after hearing the “admir- 
able and sincere” speech by Bald- 
win he had no regrets that the 
motion he had introduced early in 
the crisis was dead. (Col. Wedg- 
wood had introduced a motion call- 
ing on the Commons to vote con- 
fidence in the monarchy.) 

“I could have wished that the 
King could have been allowed to 
live here happily married and as 
King but His Majesty has wished 
otherwise. 

“A thousand years hence we 
might be a little more liberal in 
our views and allow, but that is 
not the case now. 

“The Prime Minister has made 
it perfectly clear that there were 
really only two alternatives for the 
King—to continue lonely and dis- 
appointed, ruling an’ empire, or 
throw up royalty and remain a man. 

“I wish to commend him for his 
choice for nothing could be more 
hopeless than for the kingdom to 


be ruled by a man with a grievance, 
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hostile to every Minister who had 
put him in the dilemma. 
“Tomorrow we shall all take a 
new oath of allegiance, h- 
out the country there will be mil- 
ions of people with aching hearts. 
They will carry on. : 
“They will take that oath 
he wished it, but if they sometimes 
raise their glasses to the King 
across the water, who shall blame 


them ?” 
Communist’s View. 


William Gallacher, only Com- 
munist member in Commons, said: 

“It is obyious that forces were 
operating and advising and en- 
couraging what has been going on. 
Throughout this issue Parliament 
has never heen consulted from be- 
ginning to-end. 

“It was not an issue between the 
King and Parliament but an issue 
between two groups who were fight- 
ing continually for domination. 

“It will not be possible to repair 
the damage that has been done to 
the monarchial institution of this 
country.” 

George Buchanan, Socialist, fol- 
lowed the Communist member and 
brought gasps of amazement from 
every quarter of the House with 
his statement. Referring to the 
Simpson divorce case, he said: 

“Everybody knows it was a 
breaking of the law, a throwing of 
the law courts aside, an entering 
into an association now which ev- 
erybody knows was a collusive ac- 
tion. 

“Today you are setting aside your 
pampered royalty and the next one 
will be pampered, too. They are 
surrounded by a set of flunkies 
who refuse to allow them to know 
the truth. Tomorrow I will say it 
is time that people ceased to trust 
these folks. 

“T have heard praise of the King 
which I feel was not held sincerely 
in any quarter of the House. I go 
further.

The Government rested shortly 
after noon today in the case of Mrs. 
Nellie Tipton Muench and three co- 
defendants on trial before United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore charged with using the mails 
in a scheme to defraud Dr. Marsh 
Pitzman, wealthy physician, by con- 
yincing him falsely that Mrs. 
Muench was the mother of a child 
and that he was its father, The 
trial is in its fourteenth day. 

Immediately demurrers were filed 
for all four defendants, who, in

The demurrers, which were based 
on the routine allegation that the 
Government had failed to prove its 
case, and asked for the discharge 
of the defendants, were taken under 
advisement by the Judge, who indi- 
cated he would rule on them this 
afternoon.

District Attorney Blanton ob- 
jected that even if the lawyer had 
talked to her, it would not be bind- 
ing on the Government's case.

BRITAIN DEFAULTS ON DEBT 
AGAIN; TALKS OF NEW PARLEY 


Says It Is Ready to Reopen Discus- 
sions If There Is Chance 
of Settlement. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11-—The 
British Government defaulted again 
today on its war debt to the United 
States, but did not say, as in the 
past, that it was unable to meet its 
annual installment. Instead, it 
made a reference to new debt dis- 
cussions. 

A note transmitted to R. Walton 
Moore, acting Secretary of State, 
through the British Ambassador, 
Sir Ronald Lindsay, said: “His 
Majesty’s Government will be ready 
to reopen discussions on: the mat- 
ter whenever circumstances are 
such as to warrant the hope that 
a satisfactory result might be 
reached.” 

The British Government first re- 
fused to pay in 1932. The Decem-

born Elizabeth Angela Marguerite 
Bowes-Lyon, will be the first com- 
moner to share England's throne 
since Catherine Parr, who in 1542 
became the sixth and last of the 

wives of Henry VIIL 

“T like to be called ‘Lizzie,’” she 
once said. If she is to be known 
as Queen Blizabeth, she will be 
the Empire's first queen of that 
name in 330 years. 

The title “England’s Smiling 
Duchess,” often has been applied 
to her, because of her good temper 
and unruffled calm. 

But the quality that has endeared 
her especially to the Empire’s mil- 
lions is her devotion to her family, 
a trait she shares with her hus- 
band, EXdward’s successor to the 
throne. 

Now 386, the former Lady Eliz- 
abeth, daughter of the Earl of

She Hespects Tradition. 

The new Queen of England is 
beloved by the Queen Mother Mary, 
and is, like her, decorous, conserva- 
tive, a woman who respects tradi- 
tion. 

She is a head shorter than her 
husband, and a bit plump, with 
a round face, smooth, fairly heavy 
brows and light brown hair which 
she parte in the middle. 

For a while it was rumored that 
she would wed Edward Windsor, 
then Prince of Wales. 

The Empire's felicitations, when 
her engagement to York was an- 
nounced, were warm and sincere. 

It was reported that her father 
sold family papers to defray the 
cost of the wedding, and certainly 
her dowry was small. But the people 
knew it ‘was a love match, and 
were vastly pleaged. 

Descriptions of their wedding day 
say the day dawned with rain fall- 
ing steadily, but at the end of the 
service the sun emerged from be- 
hind the mist. — 

It shone through the Abbey win- 
dows on York, in his blue uniform 
of the Royal Air Force, and on the 
bride, in white Nottingham lace. 

The venerable Dowager Queen 
Alexandra then moved from her 
place and bestowed kisses on the 
bridal party. 

The woman who will be England’s 
next queen carried no bridal bou- 
quet—she had put it on the tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier. 


Given Status of Princess. 


King George gave her a silver 
dinner service. From Buckingham 
Palace came the announcement: 
“Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon on her 
marriage has become Her Royal 
Highness, the Duchess of York, with 
the status of a princess.” 

York gave her diamond and pear! 
necklaces. She had a beautiful 
wardrobe, and life moved smoothly 
along. 

Three years after she married the 
Duke of York, Princess THliza- 
beth was born, in the childhood bed- 
room of the duchess, in her father’s 
town house, 

In the fashion world that week, 
a new shade of blue became pop- 
ular, named “Elizabeth blue,” for 
the duchess and her blue-eyed baby. 

Princess Margaret Rose, now 6, 
was born four years later in Glamis 
Castle, Scotland, soon after her 
mother’s thirtieth birthday. 


Princess Gets News. 


A person in close touch with the 
royal household disclosed today that 
Princess Elizabeth was bent over 
her books when her mother entered 
her schoolroom and told her the 
important tidings of her father’s 
accession, But she was not told 
she was now a more important per- 
sonage herself as heir presumptive 
to the throne. 

“Much of the tenseness of the 
moment was communicated to Prin- 
cess Elizabeth,” said a witness of 
the drama, “for she’s an astute, 
sharp-witted little girl. 

“For days she has been asking 
questions. Naturally, she was told 
nothing of the true gravity of 
events. 

“But, in driving to and from 
Windsor, she has frequently caught 


the King’s name. She has plied 
her attendants with questioning re- 
garding what was happening to 
‘Uncle David.’ ” 


The Princess and her young sis 
ter, Princess Margaret Rose, were 
expected shortly to be taken to the 
Royal Lodge, Windsor. 

In the eyes of conservative En- 
gland, the choice of a Prince Con- 
sort for a Queen is even more im- 
portant than the choice of a Queen 
for a King on the theory that a 
husband has more ability to influ- 
ence his wife. 

Elizabeth can follow the example 
her great-great-grandmother, 
man 


of 
Victoria, and propose to the 
she chooses. 

The first Queen Elizabeth re- 
mained unmarried, the memory of 
her sister Mary’s marriage to 
Philip II of Spain, later England's 
arch-enemy, fresh in her mind. 

The Crown was voted jointly to 
William of Orange and his wife, 
Queen Mary, after he’ had chased 
her father, James il, out of the 
land. 

Queen. Anne married Prince 
George of Denmark. Like Queen 
Victoria's Albert, he was disliked 
because he was a foreigner. 

Yet, England has always believed 
it unwise for a Queen to marry a 
Briton because it was felt he would 
become too proud and he would 
have a chance to reward his friends 
and punish his enemies.

One moral seems unmistakable and 
it has the widest bearing on the 
conduct of every. democracy. It is 
that only complete candor can cre- 
ate the atmosphere necessary for 
the healthy conduct - a — 
government. 

Ohicago Tribune: . ... No. one 
can conclude (the) action exhausts 
the possibilities or defines the con- 
sequences. . . . A train of events 
has been started and not brought 
to its destination. No King of the 
realm could indicate his opinion of 
the value of thé crown in such 4 
fashion and leave it to his successor 
in the sacrosanct light in which he 
received it from his father... . 
It is worthy to remark, too, that 
the British nobility, aristocracy 
and upper classes who reject the 
King’s choice of a consort were 
fairly well contented to carry their 
title to punctilious morality in the 
persons of King George and Queen 
Mary.

The rankg will close and the 
British nation will march on, It 
will not, however, march without 
new doubts and giancings over the 
shoulder, new apprehensions lest 
wider cracks appear in the sup- 
posedly unbreakable facade of the 
British constitution. 

New York Sun: “The abdication 
of Edward VIII is a victory for 
constitutional democratic institu- 
tions. The King’s solution of the 
difficulty into which his love affair 
had brought him and the empire 
over which he was called to reign 
he embodied in the suggestion that 
Parliament enact a statute sanc- 
tioning a morganatic marriage.

EDWARD'S INCOME 
UNCERTAIN BUT hit 
HAS AMPLE MEANS 


He Gives Up $2,050,000 
Pay, But Is Said to Have 
Inherited $5,000,000 
From Grandmother. 


PENSION ALSO 
IS POSSIBILITY 


Wording of Abdication In- 
dicates He Also Will Lose 
$500,000 in Annuities 
From Duchies. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Dec. 11.— The future 
income of Edward Windsor is un- 


certain. Whether the man who 
gave up the throne of England will 
accept a pension from the Govern- 
ment was unannounced, -but it gen- 
erally was taken for granted he 
would have ample means, from one 
gource or the other. 

It long has been known that Ed- 
ward is independently wealthy. He 
once had an active stock brokerage 
account. It is said his grandmoth- 
er, Queen Alexandra, bequeathed to 
him  £1,000,000 (about $5,000,000). 
Royal wills, however, are not made 
public. Alexandra, it also is said, 
left Edward her valuable collection 
of gems, most of which he is 
thought to have given to Mrs. Simp- 
gon, 

It had been assumed he would 
retain at least part of the £100,000 
($500,000) annual income from the 
Duchies of Lancaster and Cornwall. 

But the abdication bill title 
phrase, “demise of the crown,” 
seemed to indicate this was impos- 
gible. The closest historical paraliel 
was when the Stuarts were replaced 
by Edward’s Hanoverian ancestors, 
to whom all crown lands were 
promptly transferred. 

What Reigning King — 

A reigning King receives £43,000 
sterling ($215,000) from Lancaster. 
Since birth, Edward has received 
approximately £70,000 ($350,000) an- 
nually from Cornwall, always de- 
signed for the King’s eldest son. 

To save the British taxpayer 
money, Edward, after allotting £25,- 
000 ($125,000) to the Duke of York, 
has applied this private income 
since his accession against his sal- 
ary as King. The latter is fixed by 
the civil list and, in Edward's case, 
totaled £410,000 ($2,050,000). Had he 
married, retaining the throne, there 
would Have been £40,000 ($200,000) 
more each year. 

The civil list is paid out in view 
of the King’s surrender of income 
from other crown lands, which is

paid into the Treasury. 

King George received £470,000 
($2,350,000) and, since his death, the 
widowed Queen Mary has received 
£70,000 ($350,000). 

Little is known of Edward's pos- 
sessions, aside from the Duchies and 
his Canadian ranch, recently put on 
the market. 

Question of Estates. 

It is still to be decided whether 
Edward inherited estate such as 
Fort Belvedere and Balmoral as 
the oldest son of his father, or as 
his successor on the throne. 

In the latter event, he could re- 
tain only his strictly personal prop- 
erty—and Government aid might be 
welcome. 

Edward, loses his high-sounding 
titles with his throne. With relin- 
quishing of his throne, he ceases to 
be Edward VIII, by the grace of 
God, of Great Britain, Ireland and 
the Dominions Beyond the Seas 
King, Defender of the Faith, Em- 
peror of India. 

If he takes a title at all, it prob- 
ably will be chosen from one of 
the eight peerages he held as King. 
He could choose any of his duke- 
doms: Cornwall, Lancaster, Nor- 
mandy or Rothesay. 

, Or he might take a more humble 
Earldom, becoming the Earl of 
Chester or the Earl of Carrick. 

Even lower in the aristocratic 
scale he might decide to be the 
Baron of Renfrew or the Lord of 
thg Isles. 

Or Just David Windsor. 

He could even decide on just 
plain David Windsor. 

No longer will he be Prince and 
Great Steward of Scotland. 

The highést ranks in the Em- 
pire’s fighting services likewise 
pass to his successor. 

Edward has been Admiral of the 
fleet, Field Marshal of the army, 
Marshal of the royal air force. 

In addition, he has been Colonel- 
in-Chief of two regiments of house- 
hold cavalry, five regiments of Foot 
Guards, the Royal Artillery, the 
Royal Engineers, the Royal Scots 
Fusiliers, the South Wales Bor- 
derers, the Duke of Cornwall Light 
Infantry and the Prince of Wales 
Volunteers. 

He has been Colonel-in-Chief of 
the Middlesex regiment of the Sea- 
forth Highlanders, the Royal Wiit- 
shire Yeomary, the West African 
frontier force, the King’s African 
Rifles, and the Ceylon Defense 
Corps. 

No longer will he be able to call 
himself Captain-General of the 
Honorable Artillery Co., Honorary 
Colonel of several line regiments 
and officers training corps, nor 
Honorary Air Commodore-in-Chief 
of the Auxiliary Air Force. 

Nor. General of the Japanese 
Army, nor Admiral of the Danish 
Navy, both honorary. 

Besides his titles, Edward, as 
King, possessed an B enormous ward-

KING EDWARD’S RANCH HANDS 
RECEIVE NEWS IN SILENCE 


Word Reaches Canadian Property 
9 Hours After Announcement 


in British Parliament. 
By the Associated Press. 


CALGARY, Dec. 11.—Hired hands 
on King Edward’s famed “EP” 
ranch in the foothills of the Rocky 
Mountains, 90 miles from here, last 
night received in silence news of 
the monarch’s abdication. 

They did not know what hap- 
pened until nine hours after the 
announcement in the British Par- 
liament. 

John Graham, youthful Scottish 
foreman, when told over the tele- 
phone what had happened in Lon- 
don said that all hands had worked 
in the fields from dawn to dusk. 

King Edward, as Prince of Wales, 
bought the 4000-acre property in 
1919. 

Indians on the Stoney Reserve, 
near Calgary, also received in si- 
lence news of the abdication. To 
them, King Edward was Chief 
Morning Star, a title conferred at 
the reserve in 1923 when, in cere- 
monial Indian dress of beaded 
buckskin and feathered headdress,

5 MANILA, Dec. 11.—Health Direc- 
tor Bugenio Hernando last night 
reported “hunger everywhere” in 
the floodswept Cagayan valley. Of- 
ficial advices said 80,000 persons 
needed relief. 

They also showed 13 towns and 
scores of villages badly affected in 
Isabela, one of the three provinces 
through which the destructive wa- 
ters rushed Friday. While soldiers 
buried the dead, relief workers be- 
gan innoculating survivors against 
typhoid and cholera.

Strenuous Efforts Made to

Six pieces of real estate in the 
benefit ditsrict established for the 


‘Gravois avenue widening were sold 


today by the Sheriff at the Civil 
Courts Building to satisfy judg- 
ments on benefit bills held by the 
Greater St. Louis Corporation, Ten 
sales had been advértised, but the 
owners of four pieces of property 
paid the bills before the sales be- 
gan. 

‘This was another step in the pro- 
tracted legal processes involved in 
the major street widening program 
under the 1923 bond issue. Com- 
paratively few sales of property 
have been forced to satisfy the ben- 
enfit judgments. 

Formed by downtown financial 
interests to provide the city with 
immediate cash to pay damages for 
property taken in the widenings, 
the Greater St. Louis Corporation 
bought $7,136,504, par value of ben- 
efit bills and has collected more 
than $6,887,335 of them. The 
city assigned to it thousands of bills 
against real estate in the benefit 
districts surrounding the improve- 
ments, including all bills in 10 wid- 
ening undertakings and more than 
half of the bills in the Market 
street widening. The corporation 
discounted the bills, paying the city 
95 per cent.

However, Miss Grace 
Rogers, attorney collecting the bilis 
for the corporation, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
strenuous efforts were made to 
communicate with the owners, and 
that Sheriff's sales were avoided as 
much as possible. She had no com- 
pilation of the forced sales, but 
said the number was small. 


Frequently when execution of 
benefit judgments has been ordered 


to satisfy bills the property owners: 


have paid the bills before’ the 
Sheriff held sales. For example, 
the latest group of executions 
ordered in the Gravois case was 
about 60, but- most of the owners 
paid the bills through the Sheriff, 
leaving only six pieces of prop- 
erty to be sold today. Legal 
fees augment the bills after execu- 
tion is ordered, the total charges in 
addition to the principal.of the bill 
sometimes exceeding the principal 
when the latter is small. 

Interest due the corporation, 
under the law, is 6 per cent annual- 
ly for the first five years after date 
of judgment in the widening con- 
demnation suit and 8 per cent a 
year thereafter.

All bills assigned to the corpora- 
tion in the Market street widening 
have been paid, but some bills have 
not been collected in the other 10 
improvements.

owners. Execution of judgment 
was not called for except as a last 
resort, she said. 


The Real Estate Exchange has 
been notifying its members of the 
pendency of bills since early this 
year and the members in turn have 
warned any clients whose property 
was involved. While no record was 
compiled, exchange representatives 
were of the opinion this action pre- 
vented many unexpected forced 
sales. They have heard of in- 
stances where speculators bought 
property from the Sheriff at sales 
to satisfy benefits and the former 
owners or mortgage holders had ‘to 
pay bonuses to regain title. 


Judge Didn’t Know of Bill. 


In a recent list issued by the 
exchange a member firm noticed a 
bill of $299 for the North Grand 
widening against property at Grand 
boulevard and Sullivan avenue 
owned by a corporation headed by 


St. Louis Court of Appeals. The 
firm notified Judge Becker of this 
Wednesday. He had been unaware 
of the bill. Miss Rogers said that 
in this instance she had sent a 
notice in care of the real estate 
company but that for some reason 
she could not explain the letter had 
been returned. 


Sheriff’s records showed that 
about 140 pieces of property had 
been sold to satisfy benefit bills 
held by the Greater St. Louis Cor- 
poraticn, the principal of these 
bills averaging about $125. In ad- 
dition, the Sheriff has collected 
about $20,000 in gross bills, includ- 
ing interest and fees, where sales 
have been. avoided after execution 
was ordered. About 12 executions 
were ordered recently in the Natu- 
ral Bridge widening, but no sale 
has been set 


Miss Rogers habitually has made 
the opening bid at sales, to peg the 
minimum price at the amount of 
the gross bill. She said the cor- 
poration had acquired title to only 
19 pieces of property, costing about

RAIL RATE ON COAL ATTACKED 


IL, C. O. Asked Not to Extend Sur- 
charge Past Dec. 31.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Charles 
F. Hosford Jr., chairman of the 
National Bituminous Coal Commis- 
sion, urged the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today to discon- 
tinue emergency surcharge freight 
rates after Dec. 31. Railroads are 
urging the commission; on the 
other hand, to continue the present 
surcharges during the interval re- 
quired to consider an adjustment of 
rate schedules. 

“Continuance of the surcharges 
even temporarily will result in irrep- 
arable injury to the bituminous 
coal industry,” Hosford said. “It 
is my belief tHat excessive coal 
freight rates have been one of the 
major causes of the depression in 
the bituimnous coal industry.”

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Text of Baldwin’s Statement 
To Commons on Events Leading 
Up to the King’s Abdication 


Prime Minister Tells Parliament Edward 
Made His Own Decision and That He 
Acted Only as Friendly Adviser. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 11-—Following 
formal announcement of King Ed- 
ward’s abdication, Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin gaye Commons yes- 
terday a detailed account of the 
conversations between the King and 
the head of his Government that 
led to renunciation of the throne. 

After Speaker Fitzroy had fin- 
ished reading the King’s message, 
Prime Minister Baldwin said: 

“T have to move that His Majes- 
ty’s most gracious message be now 
considered. 

“No more grave message has ever 
been received by Parliament and 
no more difficult and I might al- 
most say more repugnant task has 
ever been imposed upon the Prime 
Minister. * 

‘1 will ask the House which 1 
know will not be without sympathy 
for me now to remember that in 
this last week I have had little 
time in which to compose a speech 
for delivery today. 

“And so I must tell what I have 
to tell, truthfully, sincerely and 
plainly with no attempt to dress up 
or to adorn and I shall have little 
or nothing to say in the way of 
comment or criticism, of praise or 
blame. 

“I think my best course today and 
one that the House would desire. is 
to tell them so far as I can what 
has passed between His Majesty 
and what has led up to the present 
situation. 

“I would like to say at the start 
Wales has honored me for many 
years with a friendship which I 
value and I know that he would 
agree with me in saying to you that 
it was not only a friendship but 


between man and man a friendship 
of perfection. 

“IT would like to tell the House 
when . begin that when I said 
‘good-by’ on Tuesday night at Fort 
Belvedere we both knew and felt 
and said to each other that that 
friendship, so far from being im- 
paired by discussions this last week, 
bound us more closely together 
than it ever has and would last for 
life. 

“Now sir, the House will want to 
know when it was that I had my 
first interview with His Majesty. 

“T may say that His Majesty has 
been most generous in allowing me 
to tell the House the pertinent part 
of the discussions that took place 
between us. 

“As the House is aware, I had 
been ordered in August and Sep- 
tember to take a complete rest, 
which, owing to the kindness of my 
staff and consideration of all my 
colleagues, I was able to enjoy 
fully and when October came, al- 
though I had been ordered to take 
a rest that month, I felt I could 
not in fairness to my work take a 
further holiday and I came, as it 
were, on half time before the mid- 
die of October. 

“T was then for the first time 
since the beginning of August in 
a position to look into things. 

“There were two things that dis- 
quieted me at that moment. 

“There was coming into my of- 
fice a vast volume of correspond- 
ence mainly at that time from Bri- 
tish subjects and American citi- 
zens of British origin in the United 
States, all expressing perturbation 
and uneasiness at what was then 
appearing in the American press. 

“T was aware also that there was 
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in the near future a divorce case 


difficult situation might arise later. 

“I felt it was essential that some- 
one should see His Majesty and 
warn him of the difficult situation 
that might arise later if occasion was 
given for continuation of this kind 
of gossip and criticism — what 
might come if this gossip and criti- 
cism spread from the other side 
of the Atlantic to this country. 

“T thought in the circumstances 
there was only one who could 
speak to him and talk the matter 
over with him and that man was 
the Prime Minister. 

“IT felt doubly bound to speak, as 
it was my duty as I conceived it to 
the country and my duty to him, 
not only as a counselor, but as a 
friend. 

Didn’t Consult Colleagues. 


“I consulted—I am ashamed to 
say it but they have forgiven me— 
none of my colleagues. 

“T happened to be staying in the 

neighborhood of Fort Belvidere 
about the middle of October and 
ascertained that His Majesty was 
leaving his house on Sunday, Oct. 
18, to entertain a small shooting 
party at Sandringham and that he 
was leaving Sunday afternoon. 
“I telephoned from my friend’s 
house Sunday morning and found 
he (the King) had left earlier than 
expected. 


“In these circumstances I com- 
municated with him through his 
secretary and stated I desired to 
see him. 


“It was the first and only oc- 
casion on which I was the one who 
asked for an interview. 

“I said I desired to see him and 
that the matter was urgent. 


“I told him what it was and I 
expressed my willingness to go to 
Sandringham Tuesday, the twen- 
tieth, but I said I thought it would 
be wiser, if His Majesty thought it 
fit, to see him at Belvedere because 

was anxious at that time that none 
should know of my visit and that 
the first talk should be in complete 
privacy. 

Talked With King Oct. 20. 


“His Majesty replied she would 
motor back Monday, Oct. 19, to 
Belvedere und that he would see 
me Tuesday morning and on Tues- 
day morning I saw him. 

“I may say before I proceed to 
give any details of the conversa- 
tion that an adviser of the crown 
can be of no possible service to 
his master unless he tells him at 
all times the truth as he sees it, 
whether that truth be welcoine 
or not; and let me say here, as I 
may say several times before I fin- 
ish that during those talks—when 
I look back—there is nothing I 
have not told His Majesty of which 
I felt he ought to be aware but 
never has His jesty shown any 
signs of offense, of being hurt at 
anything I have said to him, and 
the whole of our discussions have 
been carried through with an in- 
crease, if possible, of that mutual 
respect and regard in which we 
stood. 

What Baldwin Told Edward. 


“I told his Majesty I had two 
great anxieties—the effect of the 
‘continuance of criticism of the 
King that at the time was proceed- 
ing in the American press and the 
effect it would have in the Domin- 
ion and particularly Canada, where 
it was widespread, and the effect 
it would have in this country. That 
was first. 

“I reminded him of what I have 
often told him and his brothers in 
the years passed and that’s this: + 

“The crown in this country 
through centuries has been de- 
prived of many of its prerogatives, 
but, today, while that is true, it 
stands for far more than it ever 
had done in its history. 

“The importance of its. integrity 
is beyond all question far greater 
than it has-ever been, being as it 
is not only the last link of Empire 
that is left but a guarantee in this 
country, so long as it exists in that 
integrity, against many evils that 
have afflicted other countries. 


Says He Feared for Monarchy. 

“There is no man or woman in 
this country to whatever party they 
may belong who would not sub- 
scribe to that, but while this feel- 
ing vastly depends on the respect 
that has grown up in the last three 
generations for the. monarchy, it 
might not take so long in the face 
of the kind of criticism to which 
it was being exposed to lose that 
power far more rapidly than it was 
built up, and once lost I doubt if 
anything could restore it. 

“Now, that was the basis of my 
talk on that aspect and I expressed 
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on which our talks have been held. 
“He said to me, not once but many 


‘You and I must settle this 
matter together. I will not have 
anyone interfering.’ 

Danger in Divorce Action. 

“Well, I then pointed out the dan- 
ger of.the divorce proceedings; 
that, if » verdict was given in that 
case which left the matter in sus- 
pense for some time, that period of 
suspense must be dangeyous be- 
cause then everyone would be talk- 
ing, and when once the press be- 
gins, as it must begin some e in 
this country, a most difficult. situa- 
tion would arise for me and for him, 
and there might well be the danger 
which both he and I have seen 
through ali this, and one of the 
reasons why he wanted to take 
this action quickly was. that there 
should not be sides taken and fac- 
tions grow up in this country where 
no faction ever ought to exist. 

“It was on that aspect of the 


question that we talked for an hour | 


and I went away glad that the ice 
had been broken. .- 

“My conscience at that moment 
was clear, and for some little time 
we had no further meetings. 

“TI begged His Majesty to consider 
all that I said. I said that I 
pressed him for no kind of an an- 
swer, but would he consider every- 
thing that I had said. The next 
time I saw him was Nov. 16. 

After the Divorce. 

“That was at Buckingham Pal- 
ace. By that date the decree nisi 
was pronounced in the divorce case 
and I felt it my duty on that occa- 
sion—His Majesty had sent for me 
— felt it my duty to begin the con- 
versation, and I spoke to him for a 
quarter of an hour on the question 
of marriage. 

“Again you must remember my 
Cabinet hadn’t been in this at all, 
I reported to about four of my sen- 
ior colleagues the conversations at 
Belvedere. 

“I saw him Monday, the 16th, and 
I began by giving him my view on 
a possible marriage. 

“I told him I did not think that 
a particular marriage was one that 
would receive the approbation of 
the country. That marriage would 
have involved a lady becoming 
Queen, and I did tell His Majesty 
once that I might be a remnant of 
the old Victorians, but my worst 
enemy could not say this of me— 
that I did not know what the reac- 
tion of the English people would be 
to any particular course of action. 

“His.Will Is Not His Own.” 

“I told him that so far as they 
went I was certain that that would 
be impracticable. 

“I cannot go further into the de- 
tails, but that was the substance, 
and I pointed out to him that the 
position of the King’s wife was dif- 
ferent from the position of the wife 
of any citizen of the country. 

“It was part of the price the King 
has to pay. His wife becomes the 
Queen. The Queen becomes the 


in the choice of the Queen the voice 
of the people must be heard. 

“It is the truth expressed in those 
lines which may come to the minds 
of the many of you: ‘His will is not 
his own, for he himself is subject 
to his birth, He may not, as un- 
valued persons do, carve for him- 
self, for on his choice depends the 
safety and the health of the whole 
state.’ 

“I Am Going to Marry Her.” 

“And then His Majesty said to 
me, and I had his permission to 
tell you this, that he wanted to tell 
me something that he had long 
wanted to tell me. 

“He said, ‘I am going to marry 
Mrs. Simpson and I am prepared 
to go.’ 

“I said, ‘Sir, that is most grievous 
news and it is impossible for me to 
make any comment on it today.’ 
“He told the Queen that night. He 
told the Duke of York and the Duke 
of Gloucester the next day and the 
Duke of Kent, who was then out of 
London, either on Wednesday or 
Thursday, and for the rest of that 
week so far as I know he was con- 
sidering that point. 

Compromise Suggested. 
“He sent for me again Wednes- 
day, the twenty-fifth of November. 

“Meantime, the suggestion had 
been made to me that a possible 
compromise might be arranged to 
avoid those two possibilities that

The King’s Note. 

“I have something which I think 
will touch the House.

“*The Duke of York and the King 
have always been on the best terms 
as brothers and the King is con- 


fident that the Duke will deserve |

to the Aldermen by Mayor Bernard 
F. Dickmann, 

The fuel control section of the 
proposed ordinance, which repre- 


sents a new step in the anti-smoke 


campaign, is: 

Section 18—Importation, Sale, 
Use or Consumption of Certain 
Coals Permitted, When. 

It shall be unlawful to import, 
sell, use or consume, in the City 
of St. Louis, any coal which con- 
tains in excess of 12 per cent of 
ash or 2 per cent of sulphur at 
the time such coal is mined, un- 
less such coal, before importation 
or sale in the City of St. Louis, 
has been treated by a process 
known as washing. The percent- 
ages shall be taken upon analysis 
of the coal on a dry basis. 

How Coal Is Washed. 

The washing, otherwise termed 
processing, of coal, is done with 
water or air, to remove the dustvand 
slack which contain a large part of 
the smoke-creating sulphur and ash. 
It is expected that this processing 
would be done at the mines, where 
mechanical equipment for the pur- 
pose would be installed. 

City Counselor Edgar H. Way- 
man, who participated in prepara- 
tion of the measure, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he believed 
the control section to be constitu- 
tional under the general police pow- 
er, for the preservation of public 
health. “The courts have held,” he 
said, “that municipalities have the 
right to make laws for protection of 
community health, even when inter- 
state commerce may be affected 
thereby. In this case, we would 
not be requiring the mine owners 
to do anything before sending their 
coal here; we would simply be fix- 
ing a qualification for the coal to 
be sold in the city, and the condi- 
tion could be met most easily by 
treatment at the mines.” 

The Mayor, discussing this sec- 
tion of the measure in his letter to 
the Aldermen, expressed his belief 
that its enactment and enforcement 
would not add greatly to the cost of 
coal to consumers, including home- 
owners. ; 


Mayor Dickmann’s Views. 

“St. Louis,” the Mayor wrote, “has 
purified the water its citizens drink. 
It must do the same with the air 
they breathe, insofar ag it is hu- 
manly possible to do so. We have 
been able to purify the water be- 
cause all the water consumed by 
St. Louisans is not only controlled, 
but distributed by the city. 

“St. Louis cannot distribute the 
fuel that is consumed here, and 
we can never make any definite 
strides toward purification of the 
air unless we can exercise some 
measure of control, over the fuel 
supply. 

“This is an absolute necessity. It 
is a necessity which hag given rise

have caused me considerable worry 
and concern.

Osborn Monnett of Chicago was 
recommended for the work by the 
United States Bureau of Mines, with 
which he was formerly associated 
as consulting engineer.

marily abated by the Commissioner 
of Smoke Regulation or by anyone 
whom he may. duly authorize for 
such purpose. Such abatement may 
be in addition to the fine hercin- 
after provided.” 

The fine for violation is fixed at 
$10 to $100 for each offense, each 
day of such violation to constitute 
a separate offense, with the Ringel- 
mann Smoke Chart, published and 
used by the Federal Bureau of 
Mines, as the standard of compari- 
son. 

Another section, carrying .the 
same provisions for fines, covers 
“Dust, Fly Ash, Soot, Noxious 
Gases.” Discharges of this charac- 
ter from any smoke stack ‘or chim- 
ney, for more than six minutes in 
any one-hour period, or from loco- 
motives or steamboats for ‘more 
than one minute in an hour, are 
prohibited. 

It is provided that, in any prose- 
cution, it shall be a good dofense 
to show that there is no known 
practicable device, appliance, means 
or method by which the condition 
could be remedied; with the provi- 
sion that the Smoke Commissioner 
and inspectors shall be permitted 
to inspect the premises and collect 
evidence. The Commissioner would 
have power to seal boilers or other 
heating apparatus after 10 days’ 
notice in writing to persons noti- 
fied of violation, except in the case 
of locomotives, steamboats and oth- 
er movable mechanism. The break- 
ing of a seal without authorization 
of the Commissioner would be pun- 
ishable by a fine of $25 to $100. 

The proposed ordinance includes 
a ection to the effect that, if any 
part of it shall be declared to be 
invalid, the remaining provisions 
shall not be affected. 

Monnett, in his report, stated that 
four classes of smoke were to be 
considered — industrial, railroad, 
large heating plants and small heat- 
ing plants. “There is nothing in- 
herently difficult” in burning bi- 
tuminous coal smokelessly in indus- 
trial plants, he said, and declared 
the problem to be one of moderniza- 
tion of equipment, and careful su- 
pervision. 

Locomotives already have smoke- 
prevention devices, Monnett said, 
but “the human element comes in, 
and regular supervision is neces- 
sary;” also, roundhouses should be 
equipped with the latest methods 
for firing up locomotives with oil. 

Under the head of large heating 
plants, he included office buildings, 
lofts, warehouses, hotels and apart- 
ments from six families up. Four 
solutions are available, he said-—- 
mechanical stokers, oil burners, 
coke and gas. “In the great major- 


ity of cases,” he said, “the choice, 
for economic reasons, will be the 
mechanical stoker.” 


A Single Penny Extra For Credit 
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| Small heating plants, including 
homes, flat buildings, small stores 
and garages, were declared “the 
most serious and difficult to con- 
trol.” Some owners will voluntarily 
modernize their heating plants, he 
said, but “there will still be a large 
number remaining, which will con- 
sume 1,000,000 tons of coal per 
annum.” This, he stated, is one- 
seventh of the normal fuel con- 
sumption of the metropolitan dis- 
trict of St. Louis. 

“Smoke from domestic equip- 
ment” he said, “is the most objec- 
tionable type, being accompanied 
by large particles of soot, heavily 
charged with sulphur gases. The 
soot acts as a carrier for these 
gases, setting up damaging corro- 
sive actin wherever deposited or 
when breather into the nose, irri- 
tating the mucous membrane and 
constituting a distinct health haz- 
ard, as has bee: pointed out by 
many authorities. 

“These small heating plants are 
distributed over all parts of the 
city and the positive statement can 
be made that unless some solution 
is found for this class of smoker, 
St. Louis will never be free from 
the smoke nuisance. 

“Marked reduction in smoke can 
be accomplished by using the latest 
methods of firing soft coal, but the 
immense number of people in- 
volved, together with the constant- 
ly changing personnel, makes the 
task of educatiog a ‘hopeless one. 
It has in fact been tried on an ex- 
tensive scale without permanent re- 
sults. 

“The solution to this part of the 
problem must be a cheap smokeless 
fuel which can be fired by anyone 
without previous experience in any 
kind of stove or furnace; easily ig- 
nited, responsive to draft regula- 


fire, such as is demanded by house- 
hold use. 

“Considerable time has been 
spent. investigating the possibility 
of providing such a fuel for the 
St..Louis market. Emphasis is 
placed on the fact that it must be 
low in price. Users of fuel in the 
domestic class are accustomed to a 
cheap low grade raw coal,.and a 
cheap substitute, from which 
gmoke has been removed, must be 
provided to take its place. 

“Such a fuel would not be intend- 
ed to displace or compete with the 
high-grade byproduct, coke, now 
used in the city. This coke is made 
from expensive, low-ash Eastern 
coals, but unfortunately its burn- 
ing characteristics are not such 
as to make it very suitable for 
stoves and miscellaneous small do- 
mestic equipment. Neither can it 
be supplied at a price that would 
make its use possible for the poor 
of the city. 

“Sufficient knowledge of the 
processing of Illinois coals is now 
at hand t6 be able to state that a 
cheap smokeless domestic fuel can 
be made from Belleville screenings, 
which - will have the necessary 
burning characteristics for’ use in 
small household heaters. The art 
is in its infancy. All possible en- 
couragement should be given to the 
development of this new branch of 
the fuel industry. 

“The city, by regulations and in- 
creased pressure on small heating 
plants, can eventually develop a 
stable market for at least a mil- 
lion tons of processed fuel. This 
market can only be gradually built 
up as the supply of such fuel in- 
creases. 

“The demand for a cheap smoke- 
less fuel in St. Louis already far 
exceeds the supply and with pros- 
pect of a continued stable increase 
in the demand, the wide-awake 
business man, in co-operation with 
fuel chemists and engineers, can 
be relied upon to supply it. 

Screenings and “Bug Dust.” 

“Processed fuel would be manu- 
factured from:the smaller sizes of 
screenings and ‘bug dust’ which is 
now largely a waste product of the 
mines. Recovery of the by-products 
from the smoky part of the fuel 
would help substantially towards 
paying for the process and thus 
act to keep the retail price down 
to consumer. Moreover the tonnage 
involved would be actually in- 
creased, as it would take two tons 
of the raw coal to make one ton 
of finished product. 

“In normal times the fuel con- 
sumption of the metropolitan dis- 
trict of St. Louis amounts in round 
numbers to 7,000,000 tons, Processed 
fuel for St. Louis would make a 
change in only about 14 per cent of 
the total tonnage, and that in the 
smaller sizes and waste product 
not now being sold to advantage. 

“The only’ other change in the 
fue] situation involved in this plan 
is the gradual increase in prepared 
stoker sizes of coal to large heating 
plants, in place of the sizes now 
being supplied. 

“The smoke nuisance begins to 
manifest itsélf early in the fall 
when heating plants are started up, 
thus proving that heating plants 
constitute the backbone of the 
problem. In the past it has not 
been possible to enforce the smoke 
ordinance against the small domes- 
tic heating plant, because there has 
been no feasible economic solution 
to offer for such plants. 

“Any new plan for attacking the 
problem should provide for a long 
period of uninterrupted effort, dur- 
ing which the modernization of ex- 
isting large heating plants should 
receive first consideration, gradual- 
ly transferring \the activity to 
small and smaller plants as the 
supply of smokeless domestic fuel 
increases.” 

Monnett then made his recom- 
mendations for passage of a new 
ordinance, specifying provisions 
contained in the measure now pro-

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19 HELD FOR TRIAL 
IN BLACK LEGION PLOT 


Charged With Organizing Or- 
der and Attempting to Over- 
throw Government. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Dec. 11. — Common 
Pleas Judge Ned H. Smith today 
ordered 19 men held for trial on a 
criminal syndicalism indictment 


- charging that they helped organize 


the Black Legion and plotted to 
overthrow the Federal Government, 

Viggo C. Rasmussen, a Highland 
Park policeman indicted with the 
others, was released on motion of 
Chester P. O'Hara, Assistant At- 
torney-General. 

O’Hara reported that police had 
ben unable to arrest two others in- 
dicted, Virgil (Bert) Effinger, Lima, 
O., named by investigators as na- 
tional commander of the hooded 
society; and Isaac (Peg-Leg) White, 
a former Detroit police officer. 

Those held for trial were accused 
by Circuit Judge James E. Chenot 
in a one-man grand jury report last 
Aug. 21 with having conspired to 
overthrow the Government in an 
uprising of armed Black Legion 
members instructed to seize Fed- 
eral buildings and arsenals. 

Among them are: Arthur F. Lupp 
Sr., named by investigators as 
Michigan commander of the Black 
Legion; N. Ray Markland, former 
Mayor of suburban Highland 
Park; Wilbur Rbinson, reputed 
“Brigadier-General” of the Black 
Legion; Harvey Davis, already un- 
der life sentences in thee murders 
of Charles A: Poole and Silas Cole- 
man; Albert M. Bacon, former 
turnkey at the Wayne County (De- 
troit) jail, and’ Leslie J. Black, for- 
mer Common Pleas Court clerk. 

Judge Smith ordered yesterday 
that four. alleged Black Legion 
members be ‘held for trial on 
charges of plotting to kill Martin 
H. Zink, a City Commissioner of 
Highland Park. 

Those to be tried are N. Ray 
Markland, former Mayor of the 
suburb; Arthur F. Lupp Sr., reputed 
commander of the Black Legion in 
Michigan, and Charles Baker and 
Frank Howard. 

The court also ordered four oth- 
er men held for trial on charges of 
assault on George Washer of High- 
land Park. They are Roy Hepner, 
Rudyard K. Wellman, Whitney 
Fleming and Clarenc: Prince. 

In another reputed Black Legion 
case, at Pontiac, a Municipal Judge 
bound Walter A. Pierce over for 
trial on a charge of participating 
in the burning of à workers’ camp 
building in 1933. Pierce, who had 
been a sergeant, was dismissed from 
the Pontiac Police Department last 
week.

COUNTY COURT TO REQUEST 
RULING ON FEEDING PRISONERS 


Maximum 30 Cents a Day Each | ; 


Under One State Law, 75 
Cents Under Another. 

The County Court of St. Louis 
County will ask the Attorney-Gen- 
eral for an opinion as to which 
of two statutes, fixing the maxi- 
mum which may be allowed the 
Sheriff for the feeding of county 
jail prisoners, is applicable in St. 
Louis County. One provides a max- 
imum of 75 cents, the other 30 
cents. 

The point was raised by County 
»Auditor Edwin O. Harper following 
fan agreement made Wednesday by 
the Court and Sheriff-elect Otto 
Frank to allow 40 cents a day for 
each prisoner. The statute under 
which allowances previously have 
been made provides for a 75-cent 
maximum.

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CASE DECISI ON REGARDED AS RETREAT BY 


} Made a Case Against 
Cleveland, but Ruled 


As Ovenies Dictated ; 


Baseball Commissioner in Lengthy Statement Points 
Out That “‘Baltiniore Amendment” Is a Mandate 


Upon His Office—Ric key, 


Homeward Bound, 


Still Hopes to Trade De an.

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Commissioner Landis’ kow-towing de- 


cision in the famous Bob Feller case, accepted tacitly but happily by 
the club owners as a victory for the major leagues, and the Cardinals’ 
feverish but thus far futile efforts to dispose of Jerome Herman Dean, 
the game's most colorful player, stand out today as the high lights of 


the annual baseball meeting. 
According to the Feller decision, 
regarded by disinterested observers 
as the first ever handed down by 
the Commissioner in which he “ran 
with the mob and mob sentiment,” 


the major leagues are now free to 
compete in the open market for the 
services of free agents, regardless 
of age or previous non-service, by 
the simple expedient of recommend- 
ing the player to a friendly minor 
league club and then transferring 
him to the covetous major league 
club’s roster. 

Landis’ decision certainly was an 
ynusual one. He stated in one 
breath that the Cleveland club 
plainly had violated the rights of 
minor league clubs when C. C. Slap- 
nicka of the Cleveland Indians 
signed young Feller to a Fargo- 
Moorhead contract, and in the next 
breath the Judge said the Cleve- 
land club nevertheless would be 
permitted to keep Feller, the fruits 
of the chicanery, merely by paying 
$7500 damages, a pittance compared 
to Feller’s present value in the open 
market, to the Des Moines club of 
the Western League. 

No Kick From the Owners. 

“The decision speaks for itself,” 
was all that President Will Har- 
ridge of the American League cared 
to say and the club owners in both 
leagues were equally. reticent. In 
off-the-record comment, however, 
they made it plain that they were 
delighted with the decision, which 
they considered a victory over the 
Commissioner and his big stick. 

Looking at the case in another 
way, there was equity on the side 
of the Indians, of course. It seemed 
unfair to take from the club a 
pitcher of Feller’s apparent ability, 
after the Indians had gone to the 
trouble and expense of obtaining 
title, even though the title was chal- 
lenged, to the young man’s serv- 
icés. Undoubtedly another influence 
“that had its effect was the fact 
that a parade of young players, 
seeking to be declared free agents, 
would have been started toward the 
commissioner’s office by a decision 
declaring Feller free to sell his serv- 
ices to the highest bidder. Accord- 
ing to baseball men, there are 
scores of cases closely paralleling 
that of Feller and while the decision 
might seem to be a coat of white- 
wash, slightly thinned bv the $7500 
penalty, it nevertheless was the 
course of fewest headache.s 

Everybody Is Satisfied. 

The commissioner indicated that 
he was influenced, too, by the at- 
titude of Feller and the boy’s fa- 
ther, who, so Landis said, urged 
that he be permitted to remain 
with the Cleveland club, which had 
given him a chance to become the 
league's strikeout king at such a 
comparatively tender age. 

However, the commissioner no 
longer can be called the all-power- 
ful czar of baseball. He now mere- 
ly is an officer who administers the 
rules of baseball as the club own- 
ers dictate. 

The statement pointed out all the 
corner-cutting and violation of 
rules, but it cited the recently- 
adopted Baltimore amendment con- 
cerning scouts and their recommen- 
dations, as binding him not to in- 
validate the Cleveland-Feller con- 
tract. The Baltimore amendment, 
adopted by the minors at Montreal 
recently and by the majors during 
their sessions here, provided that 
the commissioner was not to con- 
strue the rules as prohibiting the 
recommendation of players by any 
major league club or any employe 
or officer of that club, to any other 
major or. minor league club. 

The suggestion had been made 
by a prominent baseball man that 
Feller would have a splendid civil 
case against baseball if the Com- 
missioner ruled that he was not 
free to sell his valuable services to 
the highest bidder, merély because 
of an illegal contract signed by a 
minor, but the Commissioner's 
Statement that Feller and his fa- 
ther wanted the Cleveland contract 
upheld would seem to eliminate the 

pp Ssibility of any litigation. 

y The statement, a voluminous 
thing, covering three typewritten 
Pages, single-spaced, reviewed the 
fase and major-minor legislation 
involved and pointed out that 
Cleveland could have avoided all 
Controversy over FeHer’s services if 
it had merely acquired ownership 
of the Fargo-Moorhead club before

Rickey. undoubtedly will continiue 
his efforts to dispose of Dean, it 
being understood that Sam Breadon 
wants to get rid of him, but if the 
next few weeks fail to bring results 
in that direction, an announcement 
can be expected that Dizzy is off 
the market. However, that an- 
nouncement will not be made until 
all possible chances for an advan- 
tageous trade have been eliminated. 
The Feller decision overshad- 
owed all other action taken at the 
joint meeting. It was agreed that 
doubleheaders would be permitted 
on and after the fourth home Sun- 
day in any city. The two league 
presidents were authorized to con- 
fer with the baseball manufacturers 
to take some of the jack rabbit out 
of the ball, but as orders already 
had been placed for the 1937 season 
and manufacture had started, there 
will be no change in the ball until 
1938. Samples will be submitted 
from time to time for use in prac- 
tice next season. 

Griffith Is Voted Down. 

A local option decision was 
reached on the question of cheaper 
grandstand and bleacher admissions 
for children. Each city will be per- 
mitted to handle the situation to 
suit itself. 

Otherwise the joint meeting was 
devoid of interest for the fans, 
much of the time being devoted to 
changes of phraseology in the ma- 
jor-minor agreement. 

Clark Griffith of Washington had 
asked the leagues to. prohibit dou- 
bleheaders on Sunday except on the 
last trip of the season, but the prop- 
osition was voted down. 

Rogers Hornsby and Bill DeWitt 
went through the meeting without 
making any trade for the Browns, 
but DeWitt arranged working 
agreements with several minor 
league clubs, as the opening wedge 
in his farm system program.

U. S. Back on Living 


Of 1929, Economist Moulton Says 


Thinks: Recovery. More Substantial Than 
Previous Ones Chiefly Because of Gains. 
in Workers’ Buying Power. 


To put the United States back to 
the living standards of 1929, in the 
opinion of Harold G. Moulton, 
Brookings Institution economist, 
would require the additional em- 
ployment of 11,000,000 to 12,000,000 
persons. 

Preceding an address this morn- 
ing at Graham Memorial Chapel at 


Washington University, in which he 
discussed economic recovery from 
the standpoint of return to the pre- 
depression standards, he expounded 
the main points of the thesis in an 
interview with a Post-Dispatch. re- 
porter. The institution with which 
he is connected, at Washington, is 
known for its research in the fields 
of economics and political science. 
It was founded by the late Robert 
S. Brookings of St.. Louis. 
Moulton. sketched ‘briefly the de- 
cline in production of durable goods 


during the depression, resulting in |. 


an accumulated deficiency. To the 
economist the term “durable goods” 
means, in general, those commodi- 
ties the useful life of which ex- 
ceeds three years, such as houses, 
automobiles, furniture, jewelry, and, 
of course, the capitalgequipment of 
business and industry. The term 
is used in contrast with “consumer 
goods,” meaning food, clothing and 
those things quickly used up in the 
routine of life. 
Figures on Needs. 

The production of consumer 
goods annually in order to restore 
the living standards of 1929, on a 
per capita basis, would have to be 
at the average rate of $33,000,000,000 
a year in value, he said, or an in- 
crease of nearly 60 per cent oyer 
the 1936 production of $21,000,000,- 
000. The average in the boom 
period of 1925 to 1929 was. about 
$25,000,000,000 a year, he added. 

He estimated that in terms of em- 
ployment this would mean the ad- 
ditidn of eight to nine millions of 
workers in industry, the number 
depending somewhat on future de- 
velopments in labor-saving machin- 
ery. There was not a great defi- 
ciency in consumer goods, he , ex- 
plained, since they fall more gener- 
ally in the field of necessaries, so 
the additional ¢inploymehf  thete, in’ 
coming back to 1929 standards, 
might not exceed 3,000,000. The ag- 
gregate in both categories would 
exceed the highest recent estimates 
of unemployment. 

He used housing as a specific ex- 
ample of the shortage in durable 
goods. To put housing on a plane 
equal to 1929, no better, would re- 
quire the construction of 900,000 
units (homes or accommodations in 
apartments) annually for the next 
five years, he said, contrasting this 
with the actual construction of only 
300,000 such units in 1936 and 750,- 
000 annually in the years 1925 to 
1929. 

Substantial Recovery. 

Expressing the view that recovery 
‘since 1933 has been on a more sub- 
stantial basis than the rise out of 
earlier depressions, he made no pre- 
diction as to the course it will take 
hereafter. Its solid foundation thus

~ NOBEL WINNERS 


Others Are Honored at 
Ceremony — Eugene 
O’Neill Sends Letter. 


By the Associated Press. 

STOCKHOLM, Dec. 11. — Two 
Americans and six other leaders in 
their fields received Nobel prizes 
yesterday at an élaborate ceremony 
presided over by King Gustav of 
Sweden. 

Eugene O'Neill, the Americai. 
dramatist who got the literary 
award of $40,000, was not present, 
but Dr; Carl David Anderson of the 
California Institute of Technology 
was on hand to receive his prize for 
physics. The 3l-year-old American 
scientist shared the $40,000 physics 
award with Prof. V. E. Hess of 
Innsbruck University, Austria. 

A message from O'Neill, read for 
him, was received with enthusiasm 
because he acknowledged his in- 
debtedness, in his play-writing, to 
August Strindberg, Swedish dramat- 
ist. 

O’Neill expressed the opinion that 
“it is not only my work which is 
being honored but the work of all 
my colleagues in America—that the 
Nobel prize is a symbol. of the rec- 
ognition by Europe of the coming- 
of-age of the American theater.” 

King Gustav, presenting an award 
to Dr. Anderson, showed particular 
interest in the young American 
whose parents were born in Swe- 
den. 

The 1935 peace prize, not pre- 
viously granted, went to Carl von 
Ossietzky, German pacifist who re- 
cently was released from a German 
prison camp in which he. had spent 
three years. 

The presence of the German Min-

N MURDER TRL 
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Counsel. for David Frank- 
furter Charges Hitlerites 
Plotted to Expand in 
Switzerland. 


CHUR, Switzerland, Dec. il— 
Counsel for David Frankfurter, on 
trial for killing the Nazi leader, 
Wilhelm Gustloff, accused German 
Nazis today of trying to penetrate 
Switzerland. 

In a long address, Dr. Eugene 
Curti, defensse attorney, pictured 
Gustloff as a “little Fuehrer,” head- 
ing a “veritable military organiza- 
tion,” preparing the way for expan- 
sion for Nazi Germany. 

Gustloff was shot in his bedroom 
last Feb, 4. Frankfurter was quot- 
ed by Gustloff's widow as saying 
he shot him “because I am a Jew.” 

Prosecutor S. R. Brugger, sum- 
ming up the prosecution’s case 
against Frankfurter last night, 
called the shooting a premeditated 
political crime. 

Pointing at the defendant, the 
prosecutor charged that Frankfurt- 
er planned the murder weeks before 
it was committed. 

Frankfurter sat almost motion- 

ess through the three-hour 
speech. Several times he smiled. 

Then, replying on his own behalf, 
the defendant accused the prosecu- 
tor of a lack of knowledge of the 
facts. 

Earlier, Frankfurter, 27-year-old 
Yugoslav medical student, testified 
that while in Gustloff'’s study wait- 
ing to see him, he hard him speak- 
ing over the telephone in the next 
room. He said he thought he heard 
him’ say, “Ah, these pigs of Jews 
and Communists, we will see an 
end of them.” 

A moment later, when Gustloff 


entered the study, Frankfurter lift- 
ed his pistol and fired five shots,

It is not my purpose to condemn the 
painter, for I claim no knowledge of the 
ability of artists, but I do think he used 
very poor taste or very poor judgment in 
his subject matter. I judge that the im- 
pression he wishes to leave is that the 
picture is typical of our State, and that 
the people are an indolent, shiftless, lazy 
lot. 

He might as easily have labeled it “Mis- 
souri,” or any other state, for there is no 
state that does not have a certain element 
which is typical of this picture. But in 
labeling it “Arkansas,” there is no other 
angle we can accept than that it 
is the typical scene in our great State. 

I am not attempting to “burn up” the 
editor, but why should any paper let such 
a picture go into print? 

Some weeks ago, a group of St. Louis 
business men called here on a “good will 
tour’ and our Hhittle city royally received 
them,-not as curiosities, but as neigh- 
bors to us, for after all the people of Ar- 
kansas do a lot of business with their 
Missouri neighbors. I’m sure, if you'll in- 
terview any of those men who made this 
trip through Northeast Arkansas, they'll 
tell you, and the painter as well, that they 
did not find people as depicted in this pic- 
ture you published. 

Arkansas people rightfully resent the 
insulting things that are said and print- 
ed about our State by newspapers in other 
states, and feel that such unfair and un- 
warranted publicity is the direct cause 
of many in other sections having the im- 
pression they do of Arkansas. We are 
proud of our State, and justly so. We 
believe no better people live on earth than 
are found here, and believe that if a few 
responsible for adverse publicity would 
visit with people down here, they'd feel 
and write differently than they do, 

There’s one thing you will find in Ar-

The mood of the moment is relief that a period 
of imperial tension and gravity, with symptoms of 
hysteria, has dignifiedly ended, with the imprescripti- 
ble majesty of law unblemished. ‘Such, surely, will 
be the devout hope of men of good will throughout 
the world. 
Yet a reservation must be entered. The man who 
was Edward VIII has balanced the glory of the crown 
against his heart’s desire and has chosen the wom- 
an. The choice will have romantic acclaim. By un- 
written testament he has bequeathed a legacy of chiv- 
alry. There are possibilities in that emotion. By an 
act of volition he has—without intent, to be sure— 
disparaged the institution of kingship. The glitter 
of the crown to be placed upon the successor’s head 
has been dimmed. 

The point at issue has been clarified by the Prime 
Minister’s candid statement to the Commons. 
Edward realised from the first that the woman 
he was determined to marry could not be accepted 
as Queen. He sought a special parliamentary dis- 
pensation by way of a legalized morganatic marriage, 
granting her the status of wife and forfeiting the 
right of succession were the union blessed by chil- 
dren. 

The Prime Minister, it will be recalled, had, under 
prearranged question, publicly declared that the Gov- 
ernment would not introduce stich legislation. The 
conferences of trying weeks have revolved around 
that issue, the King insistent, the Prime Minister 
obdurate. 

But back of that issue lay the fate of parliamentary 
government, of the constitutional monarchy’s very 
life. The concession demanded by Edward might 
have been granted, despite injunctions of church and 
sentiment, except for its convulsive implications. 

The question has been illuminatingly discussed by 
Harold J. Laski, professor of poljtical science at the 
University of London and well known in the United 
States as a visiting lecturer at Harvard and other in- 
stitutions, and as publicist and speaker. 

Waiving the personalities involved, the wisdom or 
unwisdom of the proposed marriage, the opposition 
of church and aristocracy—waiving all collateral con- 
siderations, “It is the principle,” Prof. Laski says, 
“that out of this issue no precedent must be cre- 
ated that makes the royal authority once more a 
source of independent political power in the state.” 

t was on that ground that the Prime Minister would 

ot, and could not, with official integrity, yield to 
the King’s demand. - 

It has been observed, of course, that throughout 
this controversy Mr. Baldwin has had the support of 
the Labor party in the House. Prof. Laski, long 
identified with the Labor party, explains that atti- 
tude, taking due cognizance of Labor’s friendliness to 
the late King because of Edward's interest in the dis- 
tressed economic areas. He says: 

They (the Labor party) know that if the right 
of independent monarchical power is established 
(in the instance of a morganatic marriage), it 
may be invoked on other occasions for purposes 
utterly incompatible with democratic constitution- 
alism. Were they to succeed, a blow would be 
struck at the roots of parliamentary authority 
from which it would not easily recover. 

That Edward harbored any such autocratic designs 
may be dismissed. Marriage with the woman he loved 
was the sole purpose, it may be presumed, of his re- 
quest to the Cabinet. But the precedent was there, 
were the request complied with, loaded with dyna- 
mite. 

King and Parliament have battled with words and 
weapons down the centuries since Runnymede. Polit- 
ical scientists analyze the issue. Statesmen discuss it 
in fierce or restrained forensics. Historians paint it in 
brilliant narrative and follow it down the long evo- 
lutionary trails. A poet, like Kipling, tells “The Old 
Issue” in a song: 


All we have of freedom, all we use or know— 
This our fathers bought for us long and long ago.

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HOW OUR ZOO WAS DEVELOPED. 
One of the methods we devised yesterday to get our 
minds temporarily off L’Affaire Simpson was to’ 
read about how the St. Louis Zoo grew from noth- 
ing in 1913 to the delightful and instructive place it 
is today. Miss Jim, the elephant, and Steve, the 
hippo, have seen it all happen. At first, the Zoo 
was a kind of animal jail, with the inmates peering 
unhappily from behind the bats of their cells. And, 
if it made the animals unhappy, there was little in 


rather: sée a bird on the wing or a squirrel scamper- 
ing up a tree than the rarest and most exotic animals 
and birds living in cramped and unattractive quar- 
ters. 

The Zoo officials felt that way, too. They began to 
open up the Zoo. The ingeniously devised bear pits 
were the sensation of their time. They are still 
the magnet for countless visitors. It is very pleasant, 
both for bears and spectators, to see the former en- 
joying freedom of movement under the open sky in 
conditions similar to their natural habitats. The same 
is true of the quarters for the smaller mammals and 
other specimens. The new monkey, bird and snake 
houses likewise represent a tremendous improvement 
in Zoo technique. Soon the lions and tigers and the 
hoofed animals will have barless retreats. 

Why is our Zoo such a success? Why is its popular- 
ity constantly increasing? One reason is because it 
is entirely free of politics, No one knows the pol- 
itics of the attendants. They are selected for their 
efficiency. Another is the fact that the Zoo is sup- 
ported by direct taxation. It has financial autonomy. 
But above and beyond these important considera- 
tions, the Zoo is what it is betause of the intelligent 
direction of Mr. Vierheller and of the highly sym- 
pathetic co-operation he has had from Mr. Dieck- 
mann, Mr. Lemp, Mr. Masterson and other members 
of the board. For them, the building up of the Zoo 
has been a labor of love.

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PIRANDELLC. 

It was the: lot of Luigi Pirandello, the Italian dra- 
matist who died yesterday, to aroyse both great en- 
thusiasm and vigorous criticism wherever his plays 
appeared. This was because of the themes he chose 
for topics. They were themes 4s old as the human 
race, yet always provocative. Like Pilate, he asked, 
“What is truth?” Like the prophet of Ecclesiastes, 
he found life a vanity and an illusion. With the 
earliest philosophers and the most modern psychol- 
ogists, he saw a baffling problem in human identity, 
a vague borderline between the normal and the ab- 
normal, 

Pirandello achieved a following in the war and 
post-war days because his mood of disillusionment 
fitted the prevailing world temper. There were many 
to agree that “life is a very sad piece of buffoonery 
.. . the ferocious derision of destiny condemns man 
to deception.” He won renown, too, because he was 
an outstanding master of dramatic technique. Piran- 
dello’s plays will continue to stimulate speculation 
and discussion, even after a happier world abandons 
the bitterness and despair which his writings so fre- 
quently expressed. 
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THE VANISHING VOTER REAPPEARS. 

One of the common criticisms of American citizens 
for at least a quarter-century has been that they 
have not taken seriously enough their responsibility 
as voters. Political scientists have computed that 
80 per cent of the eligible voters went to the polls in 
the wrenching Bryan-McKinley election of 1896. Their 
findings have shown a descending curve of voter in- 
terest to 1920 and 1924, whose presidential elections 
brought out only 50 per cent of the electorate. In 
1928 ‘and again four years ago, the vote stood at 
about 60 per cent, a figure far below the average in 
such countries as Great Britain, France, Denmark, 
Belgium and Switzerland. 

Now come the final returns, official in every state 
except Rhode Island, where the voting machines have 
been kept under lock and key by litigation, to show 
a record-breaking vote of 45,812,155 last month, This 
avalanche of ballots represented 6,000,000 more voters 
than the previous high total. 

Since the United States does not have official reg- 
istration figures on eligible voters as some Hu- 
ropean countries have, there is no way of knowing 
accurately how many persons were rated as legal 
voters last month. The Associated Press, a few days 
before the election, estimated the eligible vote at 
55,000,000. It is not known how many persons might 
have registered, yet failed to do so, so it is impos- 
sible to determine what percentage of persons who 
might have voted did exercise the right of franchise. 
45,000,000 is nine-elevenths of 55,000,000, and 

at is a much more creditable proportion for par- 
ticipating voters from among those registered. 

This topic is full of interest. Our friends, the pro- 
fessional political scientists, ought to go into it 
thoroughly and give us a scholarly report. 
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GERMANY’S “NOBLE” PRESS. 

Why did not Germany's press tell its readers the 
news of the British constitutional crisis? Because, an 
official spokesman has explained to the people, Ger- 
many’s press is “more noble” than that of other 
countries; it does not concern itself with matters 
that are the private affairs of those concerned. So 
the German people remained in ignorance long after 
the veil of secrecy had been removed in England and 
the affair had been discussed in Parliament. 

German editors are not. really so “noble” as the 

Government represents them to be, a New York Times 
correspondent says. They chafed at the restrictions 
throughout the course of the crisis, and bought news 
reports frotn outside agencies hoping that they would 
at’/last be permitted to publish them. Neither do the 
German people possess such a degree of nobility. 
They eagerly purchased all the foreign newspapers 
that were available, and discussed the affair with an 
interest as great as that of other peoples, 
It seems inconceivable that the press of a whole 
nation could be prevented from printing news of a 
world-shaking event. This, however, is one of the 
ways that Fascism works. In this instance, the masters 
of Germany were not frank enough to say that they 
did not want, for reasons of diplomacy, ‘to risk of- 
fending British feelings. Instead, they conjured up 
a picture of editorial nobility.

OU Americans of the United States have 
Y. vague idea that Latin Americans as a 

whole have generally disliked and dis- 
trusted you and seem to find it surprising. 
It is a comparatively easy fact to explain, if 
you try to understand our point of view. 

To the average North American, the Mon- 
roe Doctrine is, of course, the cornerstone 
of all relations between the United States 
and the rest of the American countries. He 
has been taught to believe that we owe the 
maintenance of our independence to the 
enunciation of this doctrine. He cannot un- 
derstand why we appear to resent and op- 
pose the Monroe Doctrine. 

Leaving aside for the moment the fact that 
the doctrine ‘wasn’t always successful in 
keeping Europe out of Latin America, you 
have indulged in plenty of aggression your- 
selves, While we realize that the Monroe 
Doctrine contains no promise to keep hands 
off, that doesn’t make us any happier about 
your conduct. 

Memory of your methods of continental 
expansion might be dimmer in our minds 
were it not for your record in the Caribbean 
in the first two decades of this century. The 
story of Cuba, Haiti, the Dominican Repub- 
lic, Nicaragua and Panama has been told to 
you by your own publicists, while many of 
your men of middle age got their first train- 
ing for service in the World War by march- 
ing into Mexico and back out again. 

So much for how little your actions as a 
country have done in the past to make us 
trust and believe in you.. The Americans 
you send abroad, representatives of your 
Government and your huge business inter- 
ests, have on the whole not done much more, 
Some of your big companies have been al- 
most as imperialistic as your Government, 


I am sorry if I present a dismal picture, 
but it is a true one of what has prevailed 
until the last few years. Fortunately, there 
is a much rosier one today, and we hope as 
sincerely as any of you that it will become 
increasingly so. For this to be the case, how- 
ever, it is necessary for North Americans to 


realise why in the. past we have been sus- 
picious ‘of them and their country so that . 


the errors on your part may not be repeated. 
There is no question but that today we 
have a feeling of greater confidence and 


By a combina- 
tion of complete simplicity, honesty, indus- 
try and intelligence, he within a few months 
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Other North American diplomats began to 
pattern their conduct on his, and gradually 
a better feeling developed. The Government 
of the United States slowly but surely liqui- 
dated its various remaining adventures in 
the field of imperialism. The marines were 
withdrawn from the Dominican Republic, 
Haiti and Nicaragua. Al!l this heartened us 
greatly, but we were still uncertain. 


At this time came the event which did 
most to bring inter-American relations to 
their present happy state: the first election 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt as President. We 
did not know him. We were, in fact, suspi- 
cious of him because we remembered that 
during the World War years he had, as As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, played an im- 
portant role in the American control of Haiti. 
It was not long, however, after his inaugu- 
ration that we began to appreciate him for 
the true anti-imperialist which he is. 

The Platt amendment, which prevented 
Cuba from having all the attributes of a 
truly independent state, was abrogated. 
Steps were taken to do away so far as pos- 
sible with slight vestiges of North American 
control in Haiti, A new treaty was negotiat- 
ed with Panama, freeing her from much of 
the tutelage and special relationship which 
had made her in effect only a protectorate 
of the United States. In other words, Amer- 
ican imperialism in the Caribbean was, so 
far as we could see, being in truth rapidly 
and thoroughly liquidated. 

As practical evidence of what his Latin 
American policy meant and how it was be- 
ing conducted, President Roosevelt sent to 
us, at the end of his first year in office, Cor- 
dell Hull as head of the American delegation 
to the Seventh Pan-American Conference, at 
Montevideo, This gentleman captivated us 
with the same qualities which had made 
Dwight Morrow's name a loved one in our 
countries, We were sufprised to find an 
American Secretary of State not attempting 
to dominate a Pan-American conference, but 
instead entering it on terms of equality.

An Alcoholic Cable 
That Made History. 


FEW mornings ago a member 
A of the Senate press gallery con- 

fessed somewhat shame-facedly 
to his colleagues that during a 
moment of alcoholic gallantry the 
preceding evening he had taken up 
his telephone and dictated the fol- 
lowing cablegram to King Edward: 

“Stand pat stop American people 
are with you to a man.” 

A few moments later, he ‘said, 
from somewhere out of the murk 
came a flash of understanding, and 
he realized that his message would 
not be delivered, and there was no 
use running up his telephone bill. 
So he called back and canceled the 
cable. 

“Well, you never can tell,” one 
of his colleagues said. 

“If you had let it ride you might 
have altered the course of empire.” 
And he proceeded to recite the fol- 
lowing history: 

In 1922 the Government of Guate- 
mala, headed by President Carlos 
Herrera, decided that it needed a 
loan of $25,000,000. Obviously, New 
York was the place to get it. When 
a Latin-American republic sets out 
to get an American loan it invaria- 
bly hires an assortment of people. 
Among those hired upon that occa- 
sion was Monta Bell, a Washing- 
ton newspaper man, who has since 
become a prominent motion picture 
director. 

The negotiation was successful. A 
syndicate of five New York banks 
agreed to make the loan. The 
Guatemalan Minister and several 
associates, including Bell, went 
from Washington to New York to 
complete the transaction. Success 
having crowned their efforts, dining 
and wining on a large scale seemed 
to be indicated. Emerging from the 
restaurant at a late hour, they 
bought a paper, and read that the 
Government of President Herrera 
had been overthrown in a coup 
detat led by J. Maria Orellana, 
and that Herrera and all members 
of his cabinet were in jail. The 
horror of the thing dawned on 
them. Then Bell said: 

“They can’t do that to us, Ill 
show ‘em.” 

Rushing into the adjacent tele- 
graph office he dispatched the fol- 
lowing cable to Orellana: 

“Release President Herrera and 
members of Cabinet at once.” And 
signed it, “Monta Bell.” 

Early next day the State Depart- 
ment received this official message 
from Guatemala City: 

“In obedience to advice from Mr. 
Bell, ex-President Herrera and all 
members of Cabinet have been re- 


leased.”

She is in fact an obviously sensi- 
ble, practical, dignified and kindly 
person. She has many friends who 
are themselves worthy of respect 
and don’t have contemptible inti- 
mates. 

She and her friendship with the 
King have been described by the 
foreign press in terms of extreme 
vulgarity but that vulgarity resides 
in the eye of the beholder. 

A short time ago Mrs, Simpson’s 
husband left her and it’s a matter 
of common knowledge that she was 
extremely disconcerted by this 
event. After she took the divorce 
proceedings, the King’s behavior be- 
came recognizably that of a man 
who sees the woman he loves about 
to be freed from the bonds which 
have till then kept her from him. 

Silent on Marriage. 

But we've yet to learn of any 
word or gesture of Mrs.. Simpson 
which betrayed a corresponding in- 
tention to make any such use of her 
freedom. It would be quite safe 
to challenge the Government to pro- 
duce any statement made by Mrs. 
Simpson before the crisis to the ef- 
fect that she intended to accept the 
King’s proposal of marriage. 

I think it would even be safe to 
challenge the Government to pro- 
duce any statement made by Mrs. 
Simpson before‘the crisis to the ef- 
fect she ever even received a pro- 
posal of marriage from the King. 

That’s the situation before the 
crisis as it was-well known to that 
section of the world that had an op- 
portunity of knowing about it, Then 
came the crisis: A disgusting per- 
formance. 

The Bishop of Bradford felt called 
upon to administer an impertinent 
reproof to the King in public for his 
alleged indifference to the sacra- 
ments. There are conventional, de- 
cent methods of approaching the 
Fing on spiritual matters, 

Condemns Newspapers. 

For a reason that’s not explained, 
a group of provincial newspapers, 
instead of rebuking the Bishop for 
his disorderly conduct, chose to 
pervert his remarks into comments 
on the King’s friendship with Mrs. 
Simpson, 

There is obviously every reason 
why the same — in the newspa- 
per world which protected the King 
from impudent intrusions into his 
private life should come down on 
these newspapers with a heavy 
hand. 

But on the contrary, the Govern- 
ment rushed into the arena and 
proceeded to spill just as many 
beans as it could and those as poi- 
sonous as possible. The whole press 
came out in rash, Government-in- 
spired statements that the King had 
asked his Government to devise a 
hew law by which he might marry 
Mrs. Simpson morganatically. 

These were followed day in and 
day out by leaders commenting on 
Mrs. Simpson’s unfitness to be 
Queen, which were guaranteed to 
make the King stick to his point 
unless he had the spirit of a louse. 

‘Phere have also been these tense 
scenes in the House, where there 
had been etched on the public mind 
the picture of a rash, unbalanced 
King attempting to disrupt the Em- 
pire by disregarding the advice of 
his wise, patient Ministers. 


Suggests Another Course. 


Now what can be the reason for 
this loathsome, dangerous exhibi- 
tion? Well, we're told the King 
had asked his Ministers to devise 
a legal formula for his marriage 
to Mrs. Simpson. But if he did, 
why did that have to be published 
any more than any other conver- 


sation between the King and his; 


Ministers? 

The Ministers had a plain easy 
task. They simply could say that 
such a formula couldn’t be found; 
if the King said he’d then marry 
Mrs. Simpson unmorganatically, 
they had simply to remind him that 
for the next five months she would 
be still married to Mr. Simpson, 
that he’d better not talk too loud 
or she’d be martied to Mr. Simpson 
forever. . 

The King could have made no 
repartee to that. He could have 
done nothing. He couldn’t even 
have threatened anything. He would 
have had to wait five months; that’s 
a useful period in the progress of 
passion from urgency to the wisdom 
of endurance. |

absorbed by private industry as far 
as manufacturing capacity and de- 
mand will permit,” and pledged “‘co- 
operation with government in. the 
promotion ‘of economic and social 
progress.”

Among other points in the decla-

A statement that average individ- 
ual wages had increased from 9 
cents an hour in 1850 “to the high- 
est in our history today.” 

A reaffirmation that the greatest 
progress is possible “under a com- 
petitive’ private enterprise profit 
and loss system.” 

Opposition to “any monopoly in 
production, distribution or labor.” 

Condemnation of “any undesir- 
able practices and abuses in in-

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Promised co-operation toward a 
study by business and other eco- 
nomic groups of “the whole field 
of recurring depressions,and busi- 
ness cycles in an endeavor to curb 
and mitigate” them. 

Asserted “the true function of 
proper government, as declared by 
the founders of the American sys- 
tem, is to protect the individuai in 
the exercise of his rights.” 

Government Competition. 

Declared “Government compe- 
tion with private industry is inju- 
rious and unsound,” expressed 
doubt “that the Federal Social Se- 
curity Act will attain the very hu- 
man goal of individual security it 
seeks,” while,announcing in “favor 
of creating economic security for 
each citizen without limitation of 
his individual opportunities and re- 
sponsibilities for creating such se- 
curity for himself.” 

Affirmed “the right of labor to 
seek, secure and retain employment 
without regard to membership or 
non-membership in any organization 
and to bargain, without interference 
or coercion by anyone, either col- 
lectively or individually. We believe 
in the correlative right of the em- 
ployer to be free from coercion by 
anyone.” 

Said corporate “reserves are in- 
dispensable to progress and stabitl- 
ity and as such should be encour- 
aged and fostered.” 

Declared the Government had a 
“constitutional responsibility to 
keep open the channels of interna- 
tional commerce.”

ILLINOIS EMBARGO ON ALFALFA 
FROM WEEVIL INFESTED AREAS 


Ten North and Western States on 
List; Pest Has Not Yet 


Appeared in Dlinois. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Dec. 11.— 
Gov. Horner, by proclamation this 
week, established an embargo 
against shipments into Illinois of 
alfalfa and other hay products from 
areas in 10 states know to be in- 
fested with the alfalfa weevil. 

The prohibition, issued on the 
recommendation of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture, applies to 
the entire states of Nevada and 
Utah, and to specified localities in 
the states of Arizona, California, 
Colorado, Idaho, Nebraska, Oregon, 
South Dakota and Wyoming. 

Importation is permitted, how- 
ever, if shippers comply with pre- 
scribed precautions. Shipments 
which violate these conditions are 
subject to destruction or return to 
the point of origin at the discre- 
tion of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The insect pest is injurious 
to alfalfa and other forage crops. 
It has not yet appeared in Illinois.

ENGLAND'S EDWARDS 
GENERALLY UNHAPP 


Stories of Kings Who Have 
Borne the Name Since 
Tenth Century. 


ambitious for her own son to oc- 
cupy the throne, 

Edward the Elder, thrice-married 
King of the Angles and Saxons 
(died 924), won his throne after 
overcoming bitter oppositon and 
had to fight during much of his 
reign to hold it. as 

Edward the Cenfessor, King of 
the English (died 1066), was known 
for his sanctity more than for regal 
qualities. His preference for for- 
eigners over Englishmen resulted in 
intrigue and a revolt he could not 
crush. His failure so deeply humil- 
iated him that he died. 

Edward I (died 1307) was an ex- 
ception. Tall and handsome, he 
was proud of his love of justice, 
his blameless home life and his de- 
votion to reform. He convoked the 
first forerunner of the modern Par- 
liament and removed feudalism 
from England’s political life. Twice 
he subdued Scottish revolts, but, 


| at the age of 70, when he took the 


field against Robert Bruce, it was 
too much for him. His chief ambi- 
tion had been to conquer Scotland. 
Son Forced to Give Up Throne. 
His son, Edward II of Carnarvon 
(died 1327)-had little confidence in 
himself and cared for nothing ex- 
cept amusements. Quarrels with 
the aristocracy finally compelled 
him to stand aside while the realm 


mittee of 21. 

There were court intrigues. Ed- 
ward II, vainly attempting to es- 
cape to sea, was captured, impris- 
oned and forced to renounce his 
throne. 

Edward III (died 1377), who suc- 
ceeded his father, was inspired to 
emulate his grandfather’s example. 
He scored military triumphs in 
Seotland and France, but tragedy 
marked his rule. The Black Death 
scourged England in 1348 and re- 
curred twice during his reign, in 
1362 and 1369. Late in life, after 
many knightly campaigns, he fell 
under the spell of Alice Perrers, a 
greedy mistress. She aided John 
of Gaunt to obtain influence with 
his’ father and abuse it. 

A King Secretly Married. . 

Edward IV. (died in 1483) head 
of the House of York during the 
Wars of the Roses, won his throne 
by force and almost certainly or- 
dered the murder of his saintly 
but incompetent pedecessor, Henry 
VI, to get it. Secretly wedded 
to Elizabeth, daughter of Lord 
Rivers, Edward was forced to flee 
when the Earl of Warwick, once 
an ally, turned against him. He 
returned and rewon his throne, but 


indulgences. 

Edward V (died 1483) was En- 
gland’s tragic boy King. When his 
father, Edward IV, died, the throne 
was engulfed in a fierce struggle 
for power. Richard, Duke of Glou- 
cester, the boy’s paternal uncle and 
guardian, fought Earl Rivers, the 
King’s maternal uncle. To fortify 
his grip, Gloucester imprisoned Ed- 
ward V and a younger brother of 
the King in the Tower of London 
and had _them both murdered, 
smothered to death under pillows 
while they slept. 

Edward VI Died Young. 

Edward VI (died 1553) was the 
frail son of Jane Seymour, third 
wife of Henry VIII. In feeble 
health, he took the throne when he 
was only 9 years old and died pre- 
maturely. 

Edward VII (died 1910), the son 
of Queen Victoria, did not ascend 
the throne until he was 60, for his 
mother’s 63-year rule was the long- 
est in Britain’s history. He was the 
father of the late King’ George V. 
and the grandfather of Edward 
Vill. Edward VII, who made many 
diplomatic tours, was known as 
“the peace maker” and was a 
strength in his own government. 
But he loved the gay life. 

Edward VIII was the first Brit- 
ish monarch to abdicate the throne 
voluntarily.

Parachutes Making People 


Of Tiflis, Russia, Airminded 


Population Makes Sport of Jumping From 
Tower at a Rouble a Leap— 
Soviet Culture Spreading. 


From a Manchester Guardian Cor- 
respondent. 

TIFLIS, Russia.—Past my win- 
dow a big white object fluttered 
down into the crowded center of 
Tiflis. I rubbed my eyes. “Did 
you see that parachute?” I said. 
But no one would believe me until 
I made them look at what I had 
seen. Only a few hundred yards 
away, in a clearing among the 
houses, stood a tower, a wooden 
and steel erection looking like a 
Meccano model. From the crane 


at its top hung a large parachute, 
and soon, from the little pertthouse 
under the crane, we watched a man 
emerge, his hurtling body disap- 
pearing behind the houses in a 
flash. 

That evening, in the Park of Rest 
and Culture, we investigated an- 
other of these aids to airminded- 
ness—though their popularity is an 
odd way of showing one’s trust in 
the Soviet Air Force. The Georgian 
youth who seemed in the casual 
sort of way to be its custodian ran 
up the wooden steps and showed us 
how to do it. You stand in the 
little manhole at the top, and the 
music and lights from the Park 
seem suddenly to be far away; the 
rent in the fabric, which gives it 
that real Russian look, takes on 
alarming proportions; the 100-foot 
drop looks 200—but still, perhaps, 
no Englishman has done it before, 
at least not in Transcaucasia. You 
strap onthe supporters round 
shoulder and waist, stand on the 
edge, and prepare, like a magician 
of old, to experience the sensa- 
tion of flight by leaping from a 
high tower. 

This leap into the night is the 
worst part. You cannot help clutch- 
ing the straps and hoping that they 
will not cut you too much; you re- 
member tales of Russian ineffi- 
ciency; you wonder how your 
friends at the bottom will inform 
your relatives. Then, closing your 
eyes and bending your knees, you 
jump. For a few age-long mw. 
ments you are falling, feet first 
but fast, and then the parachute 
fills, your straps pull you up, not 
too jarringly, and you are floating

down into the hands of the attend- 


ants. They unstrap you, the para- 


chute is hauled up by crane and 
it is ready for the next: foolhardy 
or patriotic sky-pilot. 


All for a Rouble. 

It seemed a great adventure, but 
the Georgians, strolling round: in 
their clean white tunics or sitting 
and watching you from the seats 
below, take it quite for granted. 
For a rouble they can experience 
the same sensation whenever they 
like. Can and do. In the train a 
young Russian woman had ex- 
pressed surprise that we had not 
yet done any parachuting. Still, 
a drink seemed welcome just then, 
in spite of the prohibitive price of 
a giass of beer (1.60 roubles, or 
about 1s. 6d. for us) or of vodka 
(two or three roubles). We sat in 
a smart cafe which looked out on 
to a square where the proletariat 
were dancing most respectably to 
capitalist fox-trots, slowly and 
earnestly and badly. But the Geor- 
gians seem to take their pleasures 
as sadly as the English. Even the 
vast portrait of Stalin in the role 
of family man beaming away at 
his daughter as he gives her a toy 
does not inspire them with cheer- 
fulness. The Rest and the Culture 
are all taken seriously. 

On our way back we lost the 
tram route. The talkative tram 
conductor, who had left his ma- 
chine to guide us to the park, was 
gone. People were friendly, but 
our Russian was poor. Suddently a 
small, bright-eyed boy, dark and 
good-looking, who in Engiand 


would have been in bed four hours 


back, appeared out of nowhere, 
talking fluent German. With the 
pride of a i12-year-old burdened 
with great responsibilities he led us 
through Tiflis, talking all the time. 
He was a Tartar, the son of an 
engineer who worked at Baku. Five 
languages he spoke with ease, Ger- 
man, Russian, Armenian, Georgian, 
and Tartar. As a matter of fact, 
most young men of Tiflis know 
three of the last four tongues. 
His German, though he learned it 
for as much as two hours a day, 
was astonishingly fluent. His class 
included girls, but the other boys, 
he said sadly, did not mix with 
them. The inference was obvious. 
tie wanted to know whether En- 
oy a! was far away, farther than 
Moscow, and whether we played 
many games, but otherwise he was 
content to answer our questions. 
He accepted postage stamps, for- 
eign coins, and a visiting card with 
the greatest glee, but what really 
attracted him was the news (not 
entirely accurate) that one of us 
was a famous footballer. The 
signed. photograph of this man will 
presumably take an honored place 
among that small boy’s dearest 
treasures, unless it is put in the 
school museum with the stamps. 
No other payment would he take, 


and with a cheerful “Auf Wieder- | 


sehen” he disappeared into the 
night as he had come. 


People Very Friendly. 


The Caucasian. peoples are very 
friendly, if only you can under- 
stand their various tongues. Our 
small Tartar friend from _ Tiflis 
talked in German; in Ordonjoni- 
kidze, the fast-growing town at the 
other end of the Georgian Military 
Highway, which straddles the Cau- 
casus, neither German nor even 
Russian carries one far, but the 
read friendliness of the people 
breaks down language barriers. In 
an underground eating-house we 
were treated by two economics stu- 
dents of 22 to vodka and its usual 
accompaniment of sliced onion and 
tomato, at what must have been 
a large expenditure to them. The 
little stone-floored room, bare of 
rug or ornament save only the in- 
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‘Only one other person in all 
Georgia did I find who was bold 


ing our hotel. She told us in Ger- 
man that everything was “ganz 
achrecklich,” that she had not 
enough food or clothes, and that 
the winters were horrible. “Your 
hotel is all very fine,” said she, 
“and -so are these main streets, but 
you go round the corner and look 
at the back streets. You'll see!” 
Confident that her complaints 
would pass unnoticed in a foreign 
tongue, she moved off into the 
crowd. But her warning served as 
some corrective to the unmistak- 
able and inescapable impression of 
progress, material, moral, and in- 
tellectual, which strikes one in 
these Caucasian republics. To see 
a grown man spelling out a child’s 
reading book in the street is a 
comic but at the same time a m 

inspiring sight. The new gene 

tion of Caucasians, with their para- 
chutes and dancing and higher edu- 
cation, will not be the “noble sav- 
ages” that their grandfathers were.

JERSEY COUNTY MAN’S FARM 
REFUGE FOR PHEASANTS, DUCKS 


Clover for Cover and Corn for Feed 
Allowed to Stand; Hunters 
‘ Prohibited. 

The largest flock of pheasants in 
Jersey County, Illinois, is on the 
farm of Louis Spatz, in Elsah 
Township, and the presence of so 
many, State conservation officials 
say, is an example of what good 
game Management may accom- 
plish. . 

Spatz prohibits hunting of any 
kind on his land, A tract of sweet 
clover, at least 20 to 30 acres, is 
allowed to stand, and furnishes 
covering. The clover is preferred 
above all other types of cover if the 


acts of the pheasants on the farm | 
are to be taken as a criterion, In 


addition, Spatz permits at least 
five acres of corn to remain wun- 
husked close to the clover patch. 
This supplies adequate feed during 


_|the winter, and when good weath- 


er prevails in the spring, Spatz 
harvests what is left. 

Several deep lakes on the farm 
furnish a never-failing source of 
water for all types of wild life. In 
the vicinity of these, Spatz always 
has a large number of water foul. 
Wild ducks may be found, almost 
any time of the year, and’ in“winter 
only the most severe weather con- 
ditions will cause them to leave.

Barges to House CCC Camp 
tor Work at Duck Retuge 


Only “Floating” Unit in Country, Officials 
Say—Land Camp Was Previous Quarters 
at White River Sanctuary. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


JONESBORO, Ark., Dec. 11— 
Living on barges fitted up for their 
accommodation, Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps workers will begin 


work next week in the 110,000-acre 
White River duck refuge in \Hast- 
ern Arkansas. More than 160 CCC 
enrolees have arrived and will take 
up their residence on the barges. 

Due to the swampy condition in 
the refuge, it was decided to make 
the unit a floating CCC camp, the 
only one of its kind in the United 
States. By use of barges, officials 
said they would be able to cover 
greater territory in a much shorter 
and more convenient time. 

Containing approximately 110,000 
acres, the refuge is a harbor for 
thousands of ducks and geese dur- 
ing the fall, winter and spring when 
the birds beat their way between 
their breeding and wintering 
grounds. It is nearly 30 miles long 
and four miles wide, covering a sec- 
tor of the White River and its 
many bayous a few miles before 
they empty in the Arkansas River. 
It extends over-Monroe, Arkansas, 
Phillips and Desha counties. 

Work in the refuge has been car- 
ried on for more than a year by 
CCC workers, but, previous to this 
time, they have worked from a land 
camp. Much progress has already 
been made, officials announce. Dur- 
ing the winter feed is distributed at 
various points in the argea for the 
birds. The Biological Survey, 
which has worked in co-operation 
with the CCC, has sponsored the 
sowing of such grain crops as rice, 
soy beans, kaffir corn, sorghum and 
other duck and geese foods. 

Workers of the CCC have worked 
steadily td stabilize water levels in 
the refuge, although little can be 
done to lower the level of White 
River, due to the pressure from 
the Mississippi, engineers state.

Some 130 fresh water ponds are lo- 
cated within the area.

That 
ducks and geese have already dis- 
covered the work that is being 
done to protect them is shown by 
the thousands that flock to the 
area during the fall and spring 
months. Biological Survey officials 
state that the refuge has also be- 
come a harbor for deer, herons, 
kingfishers, .zuskrats and other 
wild fowl and game. 

When completed, the refuge will 
be a Key link to a chain of sanctu- 
aries which will extend the length 
of the Mississippi flyway from the 
Canadian border to the Gulf of

trees, developed at the agricultural 
experiment station at Columbia. 

The method, he said, is not 
claimed as new, but takes advan- 
tage of all practices and systems 
previously used. Quality and quan- 
tity of production, rather than the 
appearance or beauty of the tree, 
is the aim. — 

“In general,” Talbert said, “fruit 
trees should be allowed to assume 
their natural shape and pruning may 
be confined profitably to the judi- 
cious removal of dead, weak, 
crowded, superfluous and rangy 
branches. During the first five 
years of a tree’s growth, correc- 
tive pruning is done largely by 
thinning out thick clusters and in- 
terfering or competing branches. 
An effort is made to select fairly 
wide angle scaffold branches, 
shaped six to 12 inches up and 
down and around the trunk. 

Pruning After Bearing. 

“After the trees come into bear- 
ing,” Talbert explained, “pruning is 
confined to the thin unproductive 
wood in the interior shaded and 
lower parts. Occasionally, it is 
necessary to shorten rangy branches, 
thin thick clusters and cut cross 
branches. The cutting should pro- 
ceed moderately.” 

Since 1920, Talbert said, plantings 
show a trend toward the new and 
more popular varieties of apples in 
response to consumer demand. 
More than 50 per cent of trees in 
commercial orchards planted since 
1920, he added, are Delicious, Jona-

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S-DIMENSION MOVIES 
WITH POLARIZED GLASS 


Pair Who Invented Glareless 
Auto Lights Demonstrate 
Before Scientists. 


By the Associated ed Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11 -- Two 
young men who learned how to 
make 100,000 minute crystals stand 
on end on the point of a pin, ex- 
hibited the result yesterday at the 
Museum of Science and Industry 
here. Their crystals, said Dr. Rob- 
ert W. Wood of Johns Hopkins 
University, noted physicist, solves 
the problem of automobile head- 
light glare. 

With the same stuff for spec- 
tacles an audience saw complete 
three-dimensional movies, with 
pictures taken by ordinary ca- 
meras and projected from regula- 
tion film. 

The crystal substance “polar- 
izes” the rays of light, or in other 
words lines them up. The discov- 
erers of the process are a former 
Harvard instructor in freshman 
physics, and one of his freshmen 
students, who was so advanced that 
his teacher asked him privately not 
to propose such difficult questions 
in class. Edwin H. Land was the 
pupil, and George Wheelright III, 
was the instructor. 

Land is the son of a Norwich 
(Conn.) cotton man. At the age 
of 6 Land, performed his first 
physics experiment, which blew out 
all the electric fuses in the house, 

He began the problem of bal- 
ancing 100,000 crystals on a pin- 
point 10 years ago, when he was 16, 
and was reading a book in the New 
York Public Library. The book 
was Sir William Brewster’s work 
on the kaleidoscope. It*told of the 
attractive things which could be 
done by using polarized light with 
a kaleidoscope. 

Land asked his father for $5000 
to go ahead with this idea and to 
make giareless automobile head- 
lights. Perfecting their process 
took Land and Wheelwright .10 
years, mostly in their laboratory in 
Boston. 

The crystals are made of iodine 
and quinine. They are so small that 
anywhere from 100,000 to 1,000,000 
would stand on a pin-point. If 
they are all lined up they transmit 
light much like glass, and they also 
polarize it. 

The polarizing glass is made by 
using a thin inner layer of these 
crystals between two sheets of 
glass, the same as safety glass is 
made.

Then they were beheaded and 
their bodies cut to small bits and 
thrown to the village dogs.

Marked Liberalization Noted 
Since Death of Dictator 
Gomez Year Ago. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—Approach 
of the first anniversary of the death 
of Venezuela’s tyrannica!] dictator, 
the aged Gen. Vincente Gomez, finds 
that rich country making marked 


progress towards democracy. 
Freedom came Dec, 18, 1935, after 
more than a generation of fierce 
dictatorships, some 27 years of that 
period under the iron fist of Gomez. 
A year ago the people were living 
in a state of near serfdom, without 
any personal rights. Most folk had 
never heard of such aq thing as a 
popular vote. 
Opposition to the Government was 
crushed by terrorism. Those who 
ran afoul the masters were impris- 
oned and fettered, or exiled, or put 
to actual torture. There was no 
freedom of speech, and the press 
was muzzled by an air-tight censor- 
ship. 
Gomez and his adherents had 


had become poorer. It true the 
ruler had wiped out e public 
debt, eliminated direct taxation, and 
built some fine highways and made 
other improvements. There are 
those who sing his praise, but his 
successors charge that these things 
represented a diversion of only part 
of the river of gold that flowed into 
private hands of privilege. 
With the last breath of Gomez, 
the embittered people started to 
pillage and burn property belong- 
ing to the old man and his follow- 
ers. The blood of citizens wet the 
pavements of the Plaza Bolivar in 
Caracas when a Gomez official or- 
dered the military to fire into «a 
vast crowd of demonstrators. 
Changes Under President. 
Then apparently was born a new 
nation, under the dominant leader- 
ship of President Lopez Contreras, 
an.outstanding personality and head 
of the armed-forces of Venezuela. 
He had been the right-hand of Go- 
mez, but he had the reputation of 
shielding the people as best he 
could, and the man in the street 
liked him for that. The public fol- 
lowed hig leadership, and in the 
past year there have been these 
changes: 
A democratic constitution, pro- 
viding for popular vote, has been 
prepared, and in the near future 
there will be a general election— 
the first for many of the people. 
Gomez’ hand-picked Legislature 
will give way to men elected by the 
country. 
The Government is in the process 
of reclaiming, through the courts, 
hundreds of thousands of acres of 
the country’s richest farming and 
grazing lands which were in the 
possession of Gomez, unlawfully, 
according to the prosecution. Other 
huge estates of Gomez fattened 
overlords are being similarly 
treated. 
These ranches will be broken up 
—some have been already—and 
turned over to the impoverished, 
would-be farmer who, under the 
dictatorship, was unable to get hold 
of land. Money is being loaned to 
small farmers to help them get 
started. 
Other court suits are being 
brought to recover money and se- 
curities held by Gomez and adher- 
ents. Nobody knows how much the 
General was worth; some estimates 
have placed his fortune at a hun- 
dred million dollars, some run high- 
er, but they are guesses. 
Schools have been opened in 
rural sections where heretofore chil- 
dren lacked facilities to learn even 
reading and writing. 
Communications have been im- 
proved. Highways have been driv- 
en into the hinterland, where lie 
the gold and diamond mines, which 
hitherto has been all but cut off 
from civilization, 
Labor laws are being put into 
effect to improve the conditions of 
the masses. 
The harbor of La Guaira, princtl- 
pal port of the country, and the 
railway from there to Caracas, have 
been taken over from British in- 
terests and placed under national 
control. 
Trade Agreement Under Way. 
Venezuela and the Uhited States 
are working on a trade agreement 
for mutual benefit. Under Gomez, 
and since his time, the Venezuelan 
duties on most imported goods 
have been terrific, to the detriment 
of American trade. Presumably 
concessions will be made by both 
sides. 
The above are only paft of the 
changes in less than 12 months. 
Coincident with them, this bids fair 
to be a peak year for oil production 
in Venezuela, which ranks among 
the foremost petroleum centers of 
the world. Word from Caracas 
predicts a reeord of more than 
160,000,000 barrels. Last year some 
150,000,000 barrels were pumped out 
of the wells—also a record output.

sort of tour across the pulpit plat- 
form, behind the guest’s back, 
kneeling and kissing the feet of the 
saints in the illuminated panels as 
they went’; still others were chat- 
ting cozily in corners. 

Of course, I couldn’t begin to fol- 
low the service. But I was fasci- 
nated as I watched the priests, as 
splendidly dressed as the Magi in a 
Christmas pageant,-as they came 
and went from an inner room to 
the platform, chanting, preaching 
and performing strange Russian 
rites. It didn’t matter that what I 
took for an impassioned sermon 
turned out—according to a round- 
faced woman in a shawl beside me 


-—to be an announcement of the la- 


dies guild. Later, the Bishop, in a 
gold robe and a long gray beard 
that fringed his face from ear to 
ear, really did preach one. 


But it was the people who moved 
me most. None of them, seen on 
the street, would have looked more 
foreign than half the passersby, 
but packed together they were Rus- 
sian and strange. And they seemed 
to know more about worship than 
many Americans. Even a smart 
young thing in a coat with @ cos- 
sack flaré and a high astrakhan 
hat iropped to her knees from time 
to time and bent slowly forward 
till her head touched the floor, like 
a superbly done esthetic exercise.

Exercise Helps 
General Health 


if Restrained 


Leisurely Walk Is Finey 
Type — Little Protection 
Against Acute Disease. 


By Dr. M. G. Seelig 


URING the past few Weeks 
veral of my readers have © 

written to ask me if reguia 
exercise will protect against syr. 
gical diseases. Of course, such 1 
question as that cannot have an 
universal answer. Everything de. 
pends upon the individual, the 
kind of surgical disease and the 
type of exercise. As a genera] prop- 
osition it is beyond all doubt true 
that moderate exercise tends t, 
keep the body in tone, and that the 
better the general tone of the 
body, the better will be the genera) 
state of health. I cannot, however, 
conceive of exercise protecting to 
any significant degree against most 
of the acute or chronis surgical 
diseases. Probably directed exer. 
cise may accomplish a great dea! in 
restoring stiffened joints, weakened 
abdominal muscles, or strained and 
relaxed ligaments that might other. 
wise have to be restored by opera- 
tion. 

I am sure that general health, 
and, of course, surgical health 
would be improved if the great 
mass of the public realized that a 
leisurely taken daily walk is about 
the finest type of exercise. But 
most people are bored by walking 
just for health’s sake. If it were 
not tragic, it would be amusing to 
contemplate how many men past 
50, gay blades of the dangerous 
age, seek rejuvenation in too much 
golf, dancing, tennis and even 
handball. Such activities ag these, 
if they are not practised with most 
intelligent restraint, instead of 
conserving health, lead headlong 
into serious physical hazards for 
the oldster. Argument is of no 
avail in trying to prove this thesis 
for one usually gets the retort, 
“But; doctor, you don’t know how 
good it makes me feel!” 

Right here I am going to step out 
of character as columnist advisor, 
and say that I myself practically 
never exercise. In so refraining, ! 
have always felt that I was in high 
company, because it is a well-known 
fact that Sir Isaac Newton had an 
inherent dislike for exercise; Ly- 
man Abbott, the famouse editor 
and preacher, used to glory over 
the fact that the only ‘exercise he 
took was to dress id the morning 
and undress at night; John Fiske, 
the historian, a veritable behemoth 
of a man, never stirred except to § 
get from one place to another, 
when it became necessary to get 
there. 


I could cite many other exam- 
ples, but these will do. And mind 
you, I am not justifying them. I'm 
merely presenting the facts that 
these men did not exercise, they 
did not suffer from surgical dis 
ease, and the three of them lived, 
to a ripe old age. In this connec 
tion it may be interesting for my§ 
readers to know that there is 4 
substantial basis for the belief that 
long life depends more on the im 
herited equipment with whiich we®

which we live.

There was a new book out that 
fall, a novel called “His Royal 
Happiness,” written by Mrs, Ever- 
ard Cotes. The book was advertised 
as “a timely and startling interna- 
tional romance, relating the dra- 
matic complications which arise 
when a Prince of England happens 
to fall in love with the daughter of 
the President of the United States.” 
Reviewers called the volume, “a 
charming love story” with “a daring 
theme.”

C. In 
Charleston, as in Baltimore, each 
season's “buds” make their bows 
together, at one gala ball, It is,

treasured in memory.

It is 
said that, in days before the Civil 
War, the proud Marylanders, _ re- 
fusing to surrenéer to the poverty 
that was a commun lot, contrived to 
maintain their social traditions, 
Spending money on anything so ex- 
travagant as decorations for the 
Bachelors’ Cotillion, however, was 
out of the question. So Baltimore 
matrons ripped up their ball gowns 
—worn to shabbiness—and made

dancers at the cotillions. 

But back to the night of Dec. 7, 
1914-——_- 

Wallis Warfield arrived at the

ton, as chaperon and with two part- 
ners—Major-General George Barnett, 
United States Mariné Corps, and her 
cousin, Henry M. Warfield Jr. Wallis 
wore a gown of white satin com- 
bined with chiffon and trimmings 
of pearls. The chiffon veiled the 
shoulders and fell in a knee-length 
tunic, banded in pearl embroidery— 
a style similar to the gowns in 
which Mrs. Vernon Castle danced 
so gracefully. Her flowers were 
American Beauty roses.

Forty-nine debutantes waiting for 
the exciting moment to arrive. For- 
ty-nine young girls, each wearing a 
new dress and carrying flowers, 
trying to look serene and calm, 
aware that the event was the most 
important, to date, of their brief 
lives. 


The band struck up the first num- 
ber. Partners turned to partners. 
The cotillion was on! 

News columns next morning re- 
ported that “the first Monday ger- 
man of the Bachelors’ Cotillion Club 
was held at the Lyric last night and, 
despite the shadows which gathered 
over society when the war began, 
the great opening event of the sea- 
son was one of charm and happi- 
néss and, of course, of beauty.” 

To older men and women, doubt- 
less, it was just another cotillion. 
To 49 debutantes, bright-eyed, hearts 
singing, smiling at partners as they 
danced, it was the threshold of a 
new world—a world that surely 
would match the cotillion itself in 
glamor and color and excitement.
